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The  Faculty 

This  issue  of  Elizabethtown  focuses  on  the  faculty  and  their  continuing 
efforts  to  bring  vitality  to  the  educational  mission  of  the  College. 

To  set  the  context  for  the  changes  taking  place  at  Elizabethtown,  I 
report  on  our  accomplishments  in  recent  years,  on  the  quality  of  our 
students  and  faculty,  on  new  adventures  in  the  curriculum,  and  on  signifi- 
cant additions  to  our  facilities.

One  of  the  exciting  developments  at  Elizabethtown  is  the  trend  to 
deliberately  connect  the  disciplines,  to  approach  courses  and  programs 
from  an  interdisciplinary  perspective.  Department  chairs  report  on  such 
developments  and  the  value  and  importance  of  these  connections.  You  also 
will  learn  about  new  majors,  minors,  and  other  stimulating  opportunities 
that  are  increasingly  appearing  in  our  academic  program. 

With  the  rapid  advancement  in  computer  technology  and  the  building 
of  information  networks,  our  library  is  far  different  from  what  it  was  just  a 
few  years  ago.  Sylvia  Tiffany  Morra,  a member  of  our  library  staff,  tells  us 
how  such  technology  is  affecting  the  way  we  manage  and  process  informa- 
tion. 

In  this  issue,  you  will  learn  about  hobbies  and  interests  of  some 
members  of  our  faculty  and  staff.  What  amazes  me  is  that  there  are  dozens 
of  other  stories  that  could  be  told. 

As  always,  the  classnote  pages  are  filled  with  good  news  of  career 
achievements  and  personal  joys  of  our  alumni.  In  all,  news  of  more  than 
600  alumni  appear  in  this  issue. 

As  you  read  this  issue  of  Elizabethtown,  I know  you  will  appreciate  the 
metaphor  of  flowers  that  I use  in  my  report  to  the  trustees.

An  Abundance 
of  Flowers

1 begin  my  report  with  some  re- 
flections on  my  recent  sabbatical 
experience  in  Germany.  I found 
it  good  to  be  back  in  the  class- 
room* and  to  discover  that  I have 
not  lost  my  talent  for  teaching  or 
the  excitement  that  comes  from 
the  learning  process.  ^ While  in 
Europe,  I was  asked  to  visit  the 
university  centers  of  the  Breth- 
ren Colleges  Abroad  program. 

Ethel  and  I visited  the  centers  in 
England,  France,  Germany, 

Spain,  and  Greece.  <5 1 am  happy 
to  report  that  we  can  be  proud  of  the  BCA  program; 
it  provides  our  students  with  a rich  learning  experi- 
ence. We  can  be  especially  proud  of  how  well  Eliza- 
bethtown students  do  in  these  programs  when  com-

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pared  to  students  from  Princ- 
eton and  Harvard  and  other  pres- 
tigious schools.  % Additionally,  I 
had  the  opportunity  to  visit  my 
birthplace  in  Klaipeda,  Lithua- 
nia. In  response  to  a request  from 
a Canadian  businessman  actively 
supporting  a Mennonite  school 
associated  with  the  University 
of  Klaipeda,  I visited  the  univer- 
sity and  the  school.  I found  a 
very  positive  working  relation- 
ship between  the  university  and 
the  school  and  a respectable 
educational  program  in  operation.  ‘J  All  in  all,  my 
sabbatical  experience  provided  both  challenges  and 
the  kind  of  change  in  pace  and  perspective  that 
brings  a renewal  of  spirit  to  one’s  life.  ^ Shortly  after 
returning  to  Elizabethtown,  I attended  a memorial 
service  for  Elizabethtown’s  groundskeeper,  “T.L.”

Miller,  who  was  tragically  killed  in  an 
automobile  accident. 

At  the  service,  one  speaker  reported 
that  T.L.  had  said  keeping  up  with  the 
weeds  was  a never-ending  task.  He  said 
T.L.  kept  at  that  task,  but  proposed  that 
we  plant  flowers  to  draw  attention  away 
from  the  weeds. 

T.L.’s  perspective  can  be  a metaphor 
for  us.  We  may  focus  on  our  weeds  — on 
what  is  wrong  with  the  American  edu- 
cational system  and  with  Elizabethtown 
College  — or  we  may  focus  on  our  flow- 
ers, on  what  we  have  accomplished. 

This  morning,  in  the  spirit  of  T.L. 
Miller’s  flowers,  I would  like  to  focus 
on  our  accomplishments,  mindful,  of 
course,  of  the  many  growth  opportu- 
nities that  still  remain  ahead  that  I will 
address  later. 

First,  let  me  walk  you  through  the 
garden  that  is  Elizabethtown  and  point 
out  some  of  the  flowers. 

For  the  1993-94  academic  year,  the 
freshman  class  of  424  students  was  re- 
cruited from  an  application  pool  of  more 
than  2,500.  In  1985,  we  drew  a class  of  387 
students  from  less  than  1,300  applicants. 

Eighteen  percent  of  the  new  class 
graduated  in  the  top  5%  of  their  graduat- 
ing class,  36%  in  the  top  10%,  and  80%  in 
the  top  20%.  The  middle  50%  SAT  range 
for  the  College  as  a whole  is  between  950- 
1130;  25%  are  just  below  950  and  25%  are 
above  1130. 

In  1993,  17%  of  our  graduates  are 
attending  graduate  and  professional 
schools;  in  1985  only  6%  reported  ad- 
vanced education. 

While  many  other  colleges  are  hav- 
ing difficulty  making  their  classes,  reduc- 
ing standards  in  the  process  — or  failing 
to  make  their  classes,  we  have  not  only 
maintained  strong  enrollments,  but  have 
done  so  with  ever  increasing  levels  of 
qualified  students. 

In  1993,  the  College  opened  with  a 
full-time  faculty  of  105  — the  same  as  it 
was  in  1985.  Today,  however,  70%  of  our 
faculty  members  possess  the  highest 
degree  in  their  discipline  compared  to 


53%  in  1985. 

In  1985,  mandated  tenure  quotas  sti- 
fled the  professional  opportunities  for 
younger  faculty,  in  particular  the  oppor- 
tunity for  women  faculty.  The  Board  of 
Trustees  removed  these  barriers,  allow- 
ing us  to  bring  and  keep  many  new,  high- 
ly diverse  faculty  members  from  across 
the  country.  Forty-three  per  cent  of  our 
faculty  members  are  new  since  1985. 

In  1985,  the  median  salary  for  pro- 
fessors was  $35,469  and  $24,000  for  assis- 
tant professors.  Today,  the  median  salary 
for  professors  exceeds  $53,000  and  for 
assistant  professors  is  more  than  $36,000. 
All  our  faculty  ranks  received  a #1  rating 
in  the  American  Association  of  University 
Professors  (AAUP)  Salary  Survey. 

As  a consequence  of  these  develop- 
ments, Elizabethtown  College  is  national- 
ly competitive  for  new  faculty  members. 
Our  faculty  today  is  better  prepared  and  it 
is  far  more  lively  and  exciting.  A testa- 
ment to  their  lively  and  energetic  work  is 
their  increasing  involvement  in  profes- 
sional and  scholarly  projects. 

A new  and  positive  spirit  is  in  our 
midst.  The  old  and  commonly  felt  inferi- 
ority complex  that  Elizabethtown  College 
was  not  as  competitive  or  as  strong  as 
many  of  its  neighboring  institutions  is 
gone.  Today,  we  know  we  are  as  good  as 
any  institution  and  better  than  most.  We 
may  not  be  as  rich,  but  we  are  as  good. 

The  heart  of  a college  is  its  faculty 
and  student  body.  For  them  to  function  at 
their  fullest  potential,  certain  conditions 
must  be  satisfied;  among  them  are  having 
good  facilities  and  adequate  support  ser- 
vices. 

In  the  past  eight  years,  we  have  com- 
mitted nearly  $10  million  to  the  improve- 
ment of  our  academic  facilities,  not  in- 


cluding administrative  and  student  life 
projects.  Student  life  projects,  including 
new  residential  living  space,  required  a 
capital  layout  of  $5.7  million. 

In  the  past  five  years,  we  committed 
nearly  $1  million  to  the  purchase  of  aca- 
demic equipment.  In  addition,  we  upgrad- 
ed our  computing  capability  — hardware 
and  software  — at  a cost  of  $2.5  million,  of 
which  half  is  dedicated  to  academic  com- 
puting. We  have  DOS  and  Macintosh 
classrooms,  a large  VAX  network  of  ma- 
jor academic  buildings,  and  access  to 
resources  through  PrepNet  and  Internet. 

In  1985,  our  library  circulation  to- 
taled less  than  26,000.  Today,  that  figure 
is  up  to  43,000  and  library  expenditures 
have  doubled  in  that  eight-year  period. 

O ur  curriculum  has  undergone  ma- 
jor changes.  Today,  we  have  programs  in 
Environmental  Sciences,  Public  Admin- 
istration, a four-year  engineering  pro- 
gram, a theater  program,  an  International 
Business  major,  and  strong  programs  in 
actuarial  science  and  peace  studies. 

Our  new  Core  program  is  in  its  fourth 
year.  The  freshman  seminar  and  a better 
advising  system  have  made  the  transition 
from  high  school  to  college  easier  for  our 
students. 

Close  to  my  heart,  we  have  taken 
some  steps  toward  a Code  of  Integrity  — 
baby  steps,  but  nevertheless  first  steps  in 
shaping  the  College  ethos. 

Certainly,  the  establishment  of  an 
honor  code  that  holds  up  intellectual  hon- 
esty, personal  integrity,  and  social  re- 
sponsibility as  the  essential  ethos  of  Eliz- 
abethtown College,  affecting  the  academ- 
ic and  social  life  of  the  College  communi- 
ty, would  reflect  the  very  best  of  our 
Brethren  tradition  and  heritage.  Such  an 
ethos  would  make  us  special;  it  would 
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“An  honor  code  that  holds  up  intellectual 
honesty,  personal  integrity,  and  social

heighten  the  value  of  an  Elizabethtown 
College  degree  and  the  reputation  of  Eliz- 
abethtown graduates. 

Our  College  resources,  while  still 
modest,  are  stronger.  We  had  an  endow- 
ment of  $7.9  million  in  1985;  today,  it  is 
nearly  $20  million. 

As  a Board  of  Trustees,  you  have 
been  instrumental  in  creating  this  garden 
of  flowers.  Much  has  been  achieved  and 
much  more  will  be  achieved. 

On  Labor  Day  weekend,  I held  the 
annual  President’s  Retreat.  I spent  two 
exciting  sessions  with  student  leaders, 
senior  staff  members,  and  members  of 
the  Resources  and  Planning  Committee 
talking  about  the  College’s  future. 

During  very  lively  discussions,  there 
was  a common  theme  to  what  the  stu- 
dents had  to  say.  They  asked  that  they  be 
held  to  higher  expectations,  and  that  they 
be  evaluated  more  rigorously  and  in  a 
more  sophisticated  way.  They  asked  to 
be  held  to  the  highest  intellectual,  moral, 
and  aesthetic  expectations. 

With  the  continuing  commitment  and 
growing  strength  of  our  faculty  and  with 
a continuing  stream  of  such  students,  our 
future  is  indeed  bright. 

We  may  congratulate  ourselves  on  a 
job  well  done.  There  will  always  be  weeds 
— and  they  must  not  be  neglected.  But, 
with  so  many  flowers,  Elizabethtown  Col- 
lege is  certainly  a beautiful  place. 


While  we  are  all  enjoying  the  beau- 
ty and  fragrance  of  our  garden , I would 
like  to  continue  with  the  metaphor 
and  suggest  there  are  changes  in  the 
contours  of  the  campus  that  need  to 
be  made  and  new  gardens  that  need  to 
be  planted. 

Now,  let  us  consider  our  opportuni- 
ties for  growth. 

The  Resources  and  Planning  Com- 
mittee will  soon  be  presenting  each  com- 
mittee of  the  board  with  recommenda- 
tions as  they  affect  each  committee’s  area 
of  responsibility.  This  effort  provides  the 
occasion  for  the  deliberate  articulation  of 
possible  institutional  choices  concurrent 
with  the  examination  and  clarification  of 
institutional  identity. 

Long  range  planning  attempts  to  join 
the  past  and  the  future  of  an  institution.  It 
does  so  within  the  context  of  the  sur- 


rounding world  as  perceived  and  under- 
stood. 

The  world  is  more  and  more  inter- 
connected. We  live  in  a global  environ- 
ment that  is  multi-cultural,  multi-nation- 
al, multi-religious,  and  economically  in- 
terdependent, and  with  CNN  everywhere. 

It  may  come  as  a surprise  for  you  to 
learn  that  even  in  tranquil  Lancaster  Coun- 
ty, there  are  3 18  companies  that  are  in  the 
export  business  to  some  degree  — some 
with  sales  amounting  to  as  much  as  60%  of 
their  business. 

If  the  United  States  is  to  maintain  its 
leadership  role  in  the  world  as  the  leading 
exemplar  and  defender  of  freedom,  and 
of  human  rights  — and  if  the  LI.S.  is  to 
sustain  a dynamic  and  innovative  econo- 
my — precious  values  that  most  of  us  take 
for  granted  and  which  draw  the  peoples 
of  the  world  to  us  like  a magnet  — then  it 
becomes  essential  that  the  educational 
enterprise  within  the  United  States  must 
address  the  reality  of  this  complex,  inter- 
connected world  order  that  has  emerged 
in  our  time. 

Because  we  are  a private,  indepen- 
dent, church-related  college,  we  have 
unique  opportunities.  Therefore,  more 
should  be  expected  from  us. 

Ernest  Lefever  '42  commented  re- 
cently during  a recognition  dinner  that 
“our  task  [as  a college]  is  to  maintain  the 
moral  core  of  our  culture  from  which  the 
conduct  of  politics  follows.” 

The  growing  international  interconnections  are 
reflected  at  Elizabethtown  by  these  students  - Ivan 
Kotov,  Sergei  Severin,  and  Denis  Minin,  from  the 
former  Soviet  Union.  In  all,  31  students  from  18 
nations  are  enrolled  this  year. 
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“Learning  that  takes  place  at  the 
intersections  of  the  various  disciplines  is  more 
meaningful  and  far  more  exciting.  ”

Ultimately,  America’s  leadership 
role  in  the  world  rests  on  the  character  of 
its  people. 

Pope  Paul’s  recent  encyclical,  Veritatis 
Splendor , the  Splendor  of  Truth,  in  which 
he  frames  the  boundaries  of  what  is  right 
and  what  is  wrong,  should  strike  a sensi- 
tive chord  with  us.  He  contends  that  only 
when  people  hold  to  the  same  standard  of 
good  and  evil  can  they  be  free  (and  equal) . 

Hopefully,  Pope  Paul’s  encyclical  will 
encourage  greater  reassessment  of  the 
moral  state  of  our  society  and  spark  pos- 
itive responses.  We  must  be  committed 
to  foundational  truths  of  our  tradition  — 
DeusLuxet  Veritas.  (God,  Light  and  Truth) 

What  kind  of  society  would  we  be  if 
we  were  to  abdicate  our  responsibility  in 
the  search  for  truth? 

Each  generation  must  bear  witness 
to  the  next.  Each  generation  should  not 
have  to  reinvent  the  wheel.  We  have  failed 
if  we  do  not  teach  what  we  have  found  to 
be  true. 

What  does  this  say  about  our  teach- 
ing mission? 

What  I am  stressing  is  the  need  to 
affirm,  internalize,  and  live  by  those 
values  that  have  come  to  us  through 
the  Hebrew-Christian  Tradition  — to 
unapologetically  give  witness  to  that 
which  we  hold  dear  and  found  to  be 
true.  By  now  we  must  surely  realize 
that  a so-called  value  free  curriculum 
promises  disastrous  results  for  the 
individual  and  for  the  social  order. 

Our  curriculum  must  address  these 
realities  in  a very  concrete  fashion.  It  was 
with  these  concerns  that  I asked  the  Re- 
sources and  Planning  Committee  to 
project  a five-year  plan  for  the  College. 


And  it  was  in  this  spirit  that  I asked  the 
board  to  engage  the  committee  — to  test 
the  committee’s  recommendations  from 
the  perspective  of  our  tradition  and  from 
the  experience  of  the  real  world. 

Alfred  North  Whitehead  wrote  in  his 
1917  book.  The  Aims  of  Education , that, 
“Reflections  about  the  nature  and  aims  of 
education  is  a perennial  task,  a task  which 
each  institution  and  generation  has  to 
perform  anew.” 

The  board,  the  faculty,  and  the  ad- 
ministration are  called  to  give  the  very 
best.  The  world  has  changed,  the  times 
are  different,  but  our  task  remains  the 
same:  to  prepare  our  students  to  assume 
substantive  leadership  roles  in  society. 
We  educate  for  service  — that  is  our 
operational  purpose.  We  can  only  fulfill 
that  purpose  if  we  are  true  to  our  founda- 
tions as  stated  in  the  seal  of  the  College: 
Dens  Lux  et  Veritas. 

In  our  personal  life  or  our  institution- 
al life,  there  is  no  reason  to  assume  that 
everyth  ing  will  automatically  turn  out  well. 
Naive  optimism  is  unwarranted.  Wheth- 
er through  ignorance  or  perversity,  there 
is  too  much  havoc  in  the  world  to  be 
sanguine  about  the  future. 

As  we  address  the  work  of  the  Re- 
sources and  Planning  Committee,  permit 
me  to  suggest  some  personal  concerns. 

First,  as  to  our  academic  program. 

We  have  characterized  ourselves  as 
a comprehensive,  liberal  arts  college.  In 
1975,  President  Morley  Mays  said  that 
the  mission  of  Elizabethtown  College  was 
to  provide  an  educational  opportunity  in 
which  the  traditional  studies  of  the  liberal 
arts  college  and  studies  with  a career 
orientation  were  to  be  held  in  balance  and 
mutual  support. 

In  our  newly  amended  Articles  of 


Incorporation,  it  is  stated  that  our  pur- 
pose is  to  strive  to  achieve  a distinct  blend 
of  the  liberal  arts  and  professional  stud- 
ies, and  that  this  union  of  the  world  of 
work  and  the  world  of  the  spirit  is  ex- 
pressed in  the  College’s  motto,  “Educate 
for  Service.” 

Presently,  we  have  a rich  program  in 
music  and  closely  related  is  our  program 
in  music  therapy.  We  have  a traditional 
program  in  English  and  closely  related  is 
our  program  in  professional  writing.  We 
have  a traditional  program  in  mathemat- 
ics and  closely  related  is  our  program  in 
actuarial  science. 

These  connections  between  the  lib- 
eral arts  and  professional  studies  are  re- 
peated again  and  again  throughout  our 
curriculum. 

In  1975,  we  talked  about  “balancing” 
and  providing  “mutual  support”  between 
the  liberal  arts  and  career  orientation. 
Now,  we  are  talking  about  achieving  “a 
distinct  blend”  of  the  liberal  arts  and  pro- 
fessional studies,  or  a “union”  of  the  world 
of  work  and  the  world  of  the  spirit. 

The  discussion  has  moved  forward. 
Today,  we  are  talking  about  an  integra- 
tion of  disciplines,  not  just  disciplines 
existing  side  by  side.  We  cannot  sepa- 
rate, for  example,  the  study  of  business 
from  the  study  of  ethics  or  religion  or 
science  or  history  or  political  science  or 
English  or  foreign  language. 

The  matrix  of  issues  involved  in  envi- 
ronmental science,  in  genetic  engineer- 
ing, in  multi-cultural  relations  moves  us 
beyond  the  neat  organization  of  distinct 
disciplinary  structures.  Learning  that 
takes  place  at  the  intersections  of  the 
various  disciplines  is  more  meaningful 
and  far  more  exciting. 

Therefore,  the  educational  system 
must  become  more  fluid,  less  mechani- 
cal. It  must  not  be  designed  as  a series  of 
“Lego”  blocks  to  be  added  one  after  an- 
other, but  rather  it  must  foster  basic  un- 
derstandings of  what  it  all  means  — its 
significance  and  its  totality.  If  we  are  to  be 
dynamically  engaged  in  learning,  our  rig- 
id focus  on  grade  point  averages  and 
narrow  focus  on  providing  proper  cre- 
dentials tends  to  be  counter  productive. 
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“In  a residential  college , all  teachers  are  not 
in  classrooms  — some  labor  in  food  service,  in 
maintenance,  and  in  the  administration.  ”

Ultimately,  my  concern  is  that  every 
Elizabethtown  College  graduate  be  truly 
educated.  I think  they  must  be  adequate- 
ly prepared  to  meet  the  challenges  of 
these  most  critical  times  in  their  chosen 
profession  and  to  provide  leadership  that 
enlarges  the  enjoyment  of  peace,  justice, 
and  human  dignity.  They  must  be  more 
than  just  credentialed  to  get  a job  some- 
where. 

Secondly,  as  to  our  college  life  pro- 
gram. 

We  are  a residential  college.  We  be- 
lieve that  the  learning  experience  stu- 
dents gain  through  the  College  Life  pro- 
gram may  prepare  them  more  for  life 
than  anything  else  we  do.  For  that  reason, 
we  invest  a great  deal  of  our  resources  in 
the  College  Life  program  — in  both  facil- 
ities and  staff. 

We  offer  a broad  range  of  programs 
and  services  from  personal  and  career 
counseling  to  health  services,  from  ath- 
letic activities  to  cultural  programs,  from 
recreational  and  physical  fitness  opportu- 
nities to  community  service  projects,  from 
religious  and  special  interest  groups  to 
campus  job  opportunities. 

Through  this  rich  and  varied  College 
Life  program  we  provide  tremendous 
opportunities  for  leadership  development. 
It  is  with  a great  deal  of  intentionality  that 
we  continually  seek  to  improve  and 
strengthen  the  College  Life  program. 


Just  as  the  academic  disciplines  can 
no  longer  be  discrete  entities  — doing 
their  business  largely  independent  of  any 
other  discipline  or  department,  so  the 
College  Life  program  cannot  function 
properly  apart  from  the  academic  pro- 
gram of  the  College.  The  two  must  flow 
together  and  structurally  interact. 

At  the  most  basic  level,  faculty  mem- 
bers and  the  students  ought  to  engage 
one  another  outside  the  classroom,  in  the 
Jay’s  Nest  or  a dorm  lounge  for  what  we 
used  to  call  “bull  sessions.”  Faculty  mem- 
bers who  live  near  the  campus  have  the 
added  opportunity  to  use  their  homes  as 
another  way  to  bridge  the  adult  and  youth 
cultures. 

Faculty  members  should  also  partic- 
ipate in  the  structural  organization  of  stu- 
dent life,  just  as  student  life  administra- 
tors should  share  in  academic  delibera- 
tions. 

Teaching  is  a high  calling.  Those  that 
are  the  best  at  it  understand  well  their 
critical  role  in  preparing  “our  children” 
for  independence  and  decision  making. 
In  a residential  college,  all  teachers  are 
not  in  classrooms  — some  labor  in  food 
service,  in  maintenance,  and  in  the  ad- 
ministration. 

Ultimately,  my  concern  is  to  see  the 
restricting  divisions  breached  that  foster 
a lifestyle  of  living  in  boxes  or  compart- 
ments. It  is  to  this  end  that  the  College 
Life  staff  has  the  ongoing  responsibility 
to  encourage  and  find  ways  for  students, 
faculty  members,  staff,  and  administra- 
tors to  enoy  the  richness  of  the  total 
community. 

Finally,  as  to  the  financial  implica- 
tions. 

It  is  easy  to  understand  that  building 
a new  libraty  or  a chapel/ performing  arts 


center  is  a capital  investment.  Such  in- 
vestments are  essential. 

What  I have  been  stressing  is  an 
investment  in  people  — in  human  capital. 
These  are  investments  for  the  future.  A 
first-class  institution  has  a first-rate  staff, 
and  a first-rate  staff  requires  professional 
support  and  nurture. 

As  part  of  the  celebration  of  the  Col- 
lege’s first  century,  Wayne  Nicarry,  the 
chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  has 
been  talking  about  increasing  our  endow- 
ment from  $20  million  to  $40  million  by 
1999. 

There  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that 
without  a dramatic  increase  in  our  en- 
dowment, we  will  be  faced,  as  is  any 
college  that  is  tuition  driven,  with  less  and 
less  options  for  the  enrichment  of  our 
educational  offerings. 

Shortly,  we  will  begin  the  task  of 
studying  the  five-year  plan  being  devel- 
oped by  the  Resources  and  Planning  Com- 
mittee. It  is  important  that  we  judge  its 
overriding  vision  and  its  operational  sub- 
stance. 

As  we  do  so,  it  is  important  to  judge  it 
against  our  own  commitment  to  the  next 
generation  and  beyond.  It  is  also  impor- 
tant for  us  to  take  whatever  steps  are 
necessary  to  see  to  it  that  the  amount  of 
additional  resources  required  are  provid- 
ed to  make  it  happen. 

We  have  a beautiful  place,  this  Eliza- 
bethtown College.  It  is  being  carefully 
tended,  but  as  we  look  around,  it  is  clear 
some  campus  contours  can  be  modified 
and  additional  gardens  can  be  planted. 

In  keeping  with  T.L.’s  metaphor,  Mr. 
Nicarry  thinks  we  could  use  some  more 
fertilizer,  as  well.  I agree.  ■

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New  Interdisciplinary  Approaches 
Create  Meaningful  Connections

Getting  Out 
of  Our  Boxes

As  the  College  approaches  the 
100th  anniversary  of  its  found- 
ing in  1999,  a leading  question 
heard  often  on  campus  is, 

“Where  are  we  heading?”  *5  Eliza- 
bethtown, like  many  small,  se- 
lective colleges  across  the  coun- 
try, strives  through  planning  and 
renewal  to  strike  a balance  be- 
tween liberal  arts  and  pre-profes- 
sional training.  <5  President  Ger- 
hard E.  Spiegler  states  the  issue 
this  way,  in  his  report  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  in  the  preced- 
ing article:  “We  are  talking  about  achieving  a ‘dis- 
tinct blend’  of  the  liberal  arts  and  professional  stud- 
ies, or  a ‘union’  of  the  world  of  work  and  the  world  of 
the  spirit.”  *11  He  speaks,  too,  of  “the  integration  of 
disciplines,  not  just  disciplines  existing  side  by  side.” 
These  are,  he  says,  the  connections  that  make  learn- 
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ing  at  the  intersections  of  the 
various  disciplines  more  mean- 
ingful and  far  more  exciting.  ^ 
Toward  that  end,  new  programs 
and  opportunities  that  help  the 
College  meet  that  balance  and 
extend  the  connections  are  oc- 
curring at  a quickened  pace.  In- 
terdisciplinary courses  are  be- 
ing added.  New  teaching  meth- 
ods are  being  implemented. 
Technological  advances  are 
making  their  way  into  all  disci- 
plines. With  the  changes,  the 
quality  of  the  education  opportunities  at  Elizabeth- 
town continue  to  rise.  <11  The  Resources  and  Planning 
Committee,  a long-range  planning  committee  com- 
posed of  administrators,  professors,  and  students, 
has  been  examining  that  balance  and  those  connec- 
tions as  it  defines  the  College’s  five-year  goals. 
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Dr.  John  F.  Harrison,  music 


Their  focus  is  within  the  context  of  their 
belief  that  the  College  “is  a community 
dynamically  engaged  in  learning.” 

Dr.  John  F.  Harrison,  chairman  of  the 
Department  of  Fine  and  Performing  Arts 
and  chairman  of  the  Resources  and  Plan- 
ning Committee,  summarized  it  this  way: 
“The  College’s  founding  fathers  believed 
in  ‘the  union  of  the  world  of  spirit  and  the 
world  of  work.’  The  planning  committee 
is  defining  its  goals  based  on  ‘the  tradi- 
tion of  Elizabethtown  as  a place  where 
professional  studies  are  important  and 
liberal  arts  are  important,  and  that  the 
two  are  blended.’” 

David  Ferruzza,  chairman  of  the 
Department  of  Physics  and  a member  of 
the  planning  committee,  added  that  the 
committee’s  long-range  plan  promotes 
self-evaluation  and  encourages  the  Col- 
lege community  “to  think  in  bigger  units 
than  the  individual  departments.” 

Elizabethtown  already  has  in  place 
some  programs  that  blend  different  disci- 
plines. 

For  example,  the  new  Junior-Senior 
Colloquium,  which  is  part  of  the  four- 
year-old  Core  Program,  requires  upper- 
level  students  to  engage  in  interdiscipli- 
nary discussions,  with  students  and  facul- 
ty outside  their  major,  of  contemporary 
national  or  world  issues  within  the  com- 
mon theme,  “Individuality  and  Commu- 
nity.” 

The  aim  is  to  get  students  to  look  at 
issues  from  broader  intellectual,  social. 


and  ethical  perspectives,  to  break  out  of 
the  narrower  focus  of  their  major  fields, 
to  see  the  connections  of  their  liberal 
learning  experiences. 

Eight  pilot  sessions  were  offered  last 
spring.  In  one,  Psychology  Professor  Dr. 
John  A.  Teske  and  English  Professor  Dr. 
Craig  E.  Hergert  teamed  up  to  offer  “Nar- 
rative and  Identity.”  They  challenged  stu- 
dents to  examine  how  their  sense  of  self 
and  identity  is  constructed  through  writ- 
ing. Hergert  had  his  students  write  a 25- 
page  autobiography. 

The  colloquium  gives  students  “a 
chance  to  relate  what  they  have  learned 
in  the  nine  Core  courses  and  in  their 
majors  as  it  applies  to  issues  of  national 
and  international  influence,”  said  Teske, 
who  played  an  organizing  role  in  creating 
and  implementing  what  is  expected  to  be 
a capstone  experience. 

Dr.  E.  Fletcher  McClellan,  chair  of 
the  Core  Committee,  said  the  expecta- 
tion is  “to  promote  as  much  diversity  in 
ideas,  as  much  innovation  as  possible”  for 
upper-level  students.  He  is  an  associate 
professor  of  political  science. 

Faculty  and  student  reaction  to  the 


colloquium  has  been  positive,  but  not 
void  of  criticism.  What  was  envisioned  as 
an  attribute  — that  individual  colloquium 
sections  would  draw  students  from  most 
disciplines  — is  sometimes  a problem, 
Teske  said,  because  knowledge  and  skill 
levels  vary  so  much  among  students  from 
different  majors. 

Still,  Teske  believes  strongly  in  the 
Junior- Senior  Colloquium  concept. 

‘This  is  one  of  the  truly  innovative 
things  going  on  at  Elizabethtown.  It  pro- 
vides an  intellectual  link  between  liberal 
arts  and  science  education  and  experi- 
ence in  the  real  world,”  he  said.  “This  is 
our  chance  to  give  most  of  our  students 
an  intellectual  challenge  that  will  impact 
the  rest  of  their  lives.” 

Dr.  Wayne  A.  Selcher,  chair  of  the 
Department  of  Political  Science,  believes 
that  innovation  is  key  to  motivating  to- 
day’s students.  Gone  are  the  days,  he 
said,  when  students  become  engrossed 
in  a professor’s  lecture.  Now,  students 
want  interactive  teaching  that  engages 
them  personally. 

He  explained  that  students  today  are 
“visual  and  screen  oriented.  Books  are  no

longer  primary.  Their  attention  spans  are 
short.  Even  the  best  students  in  the  Unit- 
ed States  are  afflicted  by  this  weakness. 
They  have  low  levels  of  self  discipline. 
Grazing  the  TV  set  with  a remote  control 
has  viciously  shortened  the  attention  span 
of  young  Americans.” 

Today,  many  professors  are  promot- 
ing interactive,  collaborative  learning. 
Group  dynamics  are  becoming  more  and 
more  important,  Selcher  believes. 

He  said,  “Students  today  must  be 
personally  and  physically  involved  in 
learning.  They  have  to  have  a stake  in  the 
process  through  participation.  The  idea 
is  to  get  involved  in  the  experience.” 

He  added , “They  have  a huge  amount 
of  innate  ability.  I am  impressed  with  the 
potential,  but  a lot  of  them  are  used  to 
running  at  about  20  percent  throttle.” 

D epartments  throughout  the  Col- 
lege are  altering  curriculum  to  meet  stu- 
dents’ changing  needs.  The  Department 
of  Political  Science,  for  example,  recently 
retained  a consultant  approved  by  the 
American  Political  Science  Association  to 
evaluate  and  suggest  improvements  in 
curriculum. 

The  new  political  science  curriculum 


— to  be  implemented  next  fall  — will  add 
breadth  and  flexibility  to  the  major  by 
reducing  requirements  and  adding  more 
electives  on  topical  issues.  Students  will 
choose  from  a broader  and  changing 
menu  of  courses. 

Selcher  said  the  department  also 
wants  to  offer  students  a wider  range  of 
off-campus  internships,  to  give  them 
meaningful  participation  in  local,  state, 
and  national  or  international  affairs. 

External  trends  in  the  physical  and 
biological  sciences  are  prompting  chang- 
es in  these  fields  at  Elizabethtown. 

The  physics  department,  respond- 
ing to  a downswing  in  interest  in  physical 
sciences  in  the  late  1980s,  created  new 
majors  in  industrial  and  computer  engi- 
neering. Both  majors  are  becoming  pop- 
ular and  enrollments  are  up  in  physics. 

The  biology  department  responded 
to  students’  interest  in  environmental  is- 
sues by  adding  a major  in  Environmental 
Science  in  1992. 

In  both  departments,  these  new  pro- 
grams cut  across  several  disciplines. 

As  the  study  of  molecular  biology 
grew  in  popularity,  the  biology  depart- 
ment hired  a molecular  geneticist,  Jane 
F.  Cavendar,  who,  in  her  first  semester 
lastfall,  taught  an  instrumentation  course 
with  emphasis  on  molecular  techniques.

The  department  envisions  adding  a cellu- 
lar biology  course  — and  lab  — in  the 
future. 

Two  years  ago,  the  education  depart- 
ment changed  student  requirements,  re- 
sponding to  rising  national  concerns  about 
the  quality  of  American  education.  Stu- 
dents now  need  a 2.5  grade  point  average 
to  major  in  elementary  or  secondary  edu- 
cation and  to  be  recommended  for  teach- 
er certification. 

Education  students  also  must  com- 
plete a minor  program  in  a discipline 
other  than  education.  To  that  end,  a gen- 
eral science  minor  has  been  proposed  —

in  addition  to  the  19  other  minors  avail- 
able in  all  departments  outside  educa- 
tion. 

Dr.  Terry  W.  Blue,  chair  of  the  educa- 
tion department,  said  Pennsylvania’s  De- 
partment of  Education  planned  revisions 
to  teacher  certification  requirements  will 
probably  further  change  the  shape  of 
teacher  education. 

“My  best  guess  is  that  we  will  have 
outcome-based  teacher  education  pro- 
grams soon.  They  will  be  based  on  what 
future  teachers  need  to  know  and  do. 
Right  now,  we  meet  standards  through 
our  courses,”  Blue  said.  “With  the  state’s 
revisions,  there  will  be  a list  of  specific 
skills  students  will  need  to  master  to  be 
certified.  No  one  knows  what  shape  or 
form  the  list  will  take  — right  now  the 
state  is  gathering  reactions  to  proposals. 
But  from  what  I know,  I think  we  are  in 
good  shape  for  the  changes.” 

The  Department  of  Philosophy  is 
developing  a new  major  in  Political  Phi- 
losophy, which  will  be  interdisciplinary. 
Intended  to  be  attractive  to  pre-law  stu- 
dents, the  major  will  combine  the  study  of 
philosophy,  political  science  and  busi- 
ness, especially  economics. 

Dr.  Anthony  M.  Matteo,  the  depart- 
ment chair,  hopes  to  begin  offering  the 
major  this  fall. 

“Law  schools  want  students  who  have 


developed  the  capacity  to  devour  lots  of 
material  critically,”  Matteo  said. 

“We  constructed  a major  that  will 
serve  students  well.  They  will  get  a solid 
grounding  in  the  history  of  western  phi- 
losophy and  political  theory.  They  will 
study  local,  British,  and  American  history 
and  economics.  That  will  give  them  the 
context  to  understand  the  history  of  law 
in  the  English  and  American  traditions 
when  they  get  to  law  school,”  Matteo 
said. 

Matteo  is  also  developing  a Philoso- 
phy of  Science  minor.  It  will  combine 
sciences  and  philosophy  courses  since, 
Matteo  notes,  “the  theoretical  side  of  sci- 
ence and  philosophy  tend  to  coincide.” 

Matteo  would  like  to  see  more  inter- 
action between  the  computer  science, 
psychology,  sociology,  biology,  and  phi- 
losophy departments.  He  envisions  a chal- 
lenging Junior-Senior  Colloquium  that 
addresses  the  mind  and  the  brain,  how  it 
functions,  what  computer  models  depict, 
and  how  personalities  relate  to  genetics. 

Through  such  a cooperative  effort, 
“We  could  better  understand  human 
mental  functioning,”  he  said. 

The  Department  of  Communica- 
tions is  planning  a major  that  will  be  “an 
integrated  major  between  business  and 
communications,  exploring  the  linkage 
in  the  management,  marketing,  and  ad- 
vertising areas,”  according  to  Dr.  Robert 
C.  Moore,  department  chair. 

Moore  said  the  new  major  will  reflect 
a growing  movement  toward  marketing 
communications  He  noted  that  most  of 
the  38  U.S.  institutions  that  offer  such  a 
curriculum  are  major  universities. 

Since  December,  a committee  has 
been  discussing  the  framework  of  such  a 
major.  Moore  expects  to  see  a tentative 
plan  by  May  and  to  begin  offering  the 
major  by  September  1995. 

The  proposed  communications  ma- 
jor exemplifies  Elizabethtown’s  push  to- 
ward interdisciplinary  programs.  Most 
disciplines  — music,  education,  comput- 
er science,  physics,  to  name  just  a few  — 
have  majors  that  now  require  courses  in 
other  departments. 


For  example,  Computer  Science  ma- 
jors must  take  business  and  mathematics 
courses.  They  also  must  complete  a mi- 
nor program  in  another  discipline  in  which 
they  can  apply  their  computer  knowledge. 

Computer  Engineering,  offered 
through  the  physics  department,  connects 
physics  and  computer  science.  Industrial 
Engineering  combines  physics  and  busi- 
ness. All  engineering  majors  study  math, 
chemistry,  computer  science,  econom- 
ics, and  technical  writing. 

Music  majors  also  cross  disciplines. 
Music  Therapy  students  must  take  allied 
health  courses,  and  Music  Education 
majors  must  take  education  courses. 

While  technology  is  changing  educa- 
tion and  the  workplace  today,  most  Eliza- 
bethtown professors  stress  that  under- 
standing the  basics — not  the  technology 
— is  what  counts. 

For  example,  “In  the  realm  of  writing 
music  and  teaching  ear  training,  techno- 
logical things  have  not  replaced  pen  and 
ink  and  repetition  by  instructors,  but  they 
have  supplemented  it,”  said  John  Harri- 
son. 

Theory  is  emphasized  even  in  com- 
puter science,  where  technology  advanc- 
es at  an  increasingly  rapid  pace. 

“The  theoretical  aspects  of  computer 
science  still  are  there,  so  we  have  to  lay 
that  basic  foundation,”  said  Barbara  C. 
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Barbara  C.  Tulley,  computer  science 


Tulley,  chair  of  the  Department  of  Com- 
puter Science.  Students  must  learn  to 
understand  the  basics  of  how  computer 
programs  are  written,  not  just  how  they 
can  run  them,  she  said. 

Likewise,  technology  has  influenced, 
but  not  overpowered,  instruction  in  the 
communications  department. 

Moore  explained,  “We’ve  been  be- 
lievers that  the  technology  is  a tool.  It  is 
important  for  our  students  to  know  how 
to  use  those  tools  and  to  learn  with  those 
tools,  but  the  real  focus  of  a communica- 
tions education  today  is  on  message  de- 
velopment and  transfer  in  order  to  elicit 
the  desired  response.” 

He  added,  ‘To  do  that,  you  have  to  be 
an  extremely  well-educated  communica- 
tor, one  who  is  based  in  the  liberal  arts, 
one  who  understands  interactions.  In  pre- 
paring that  kind  of  communicator,  tech- 
nology is  an  important  tool  but  it  isn’t  the 
driving  force  behind  the  curriculum.  As 
technology  changes,  we  are  trying  to  in- 
corporate it  and  stay  up-to-date,  but  the 
focus  remains  on  the  process  of  commu- 
nicating rather  than  on  the  equipment.” 

Still,  many  departments  have  long 
technology  wish  lists. 

“Our  big  need  is  to  catch  up  with  the 
rest  of  the  world  in  computer  music  tech- 
nology,” Harrison  said. 

For  Tulley,  her  wish  is  to  have  “(com- 


puter) connections  to  every  dorm  room.” 
“We  have  seen  that  if  the  computer  is 
sitting  there  in  the  student’s  room,  he  or 
she  will  use  it.  That’s  not  as  likely  if  the 
student  has  to  put  a coat  on  and  trudge  to 
Nicarry  Hall  or  to  the  library.”  (Ed.  note: 
the  College  plans  to  install  a computer 
network  to  the  residence  halls  in  the  next 
two  years.) 

Tulley’s  wish  list  also  includes  add- 
ing more  computer  work  stations  on  cam- 
pus that  have  graphics  capabilities. 

The  political  science  department 
wants  to  further  integrate  computers  and 
the  Internet  system  and  other  on-line  in- 
formation systems  into  its  course  offer- 
ings. Selcher  said  he  and  his  colleagues 
also  want  to  make  more  use  of  computer 
simulations  than  they  now  do. 

Professors  in  many  disciplines  have 
goals  to  use  CD  ROM  technology  in  their 
programs. 

The  biology  department  up-graded 
its  equipment  last  summer  when  it  pur- 
chased $100,000  of  new  laboratory  equip- 
ment. The  money  came  from  the  Whitak- 
er Foundation,  Mechancisburg,  Pa., 
which  granted  Elizabethtown  $200,000  to 
equip  a new  lab.  The  College  received 
$100,000  last  year  and  will  receive  the 
other  $100,000  after  the  foundation  eval- 
uates the  department’s  use  of  the  first 
portion  of  the  money. 

Among  the  more  expensive  items 
bought  were  a blood  gas  analyzer,  an 
electrolyte  analyzer,  and  a carbon  diox- 
ide respirometer.  The  department  also 
acquired  video  equipment  to  use  in  labs 
during  dissections  and  for  viewing  micro- 
scopic slides.  Professors  can  film  live  or 
ahead  of  time. 

“With  the  video  equipment,”  Laugh- 
lin  said,  “we  can  say.  This  is  what  you 
should  be  seeing.  Go  find  it.’” 

Using  media  materials,  such  as  cam- 
corders and  CD  ROM,  is  a trend  in  sci- 
ence education,  Laughlin  said.  The  de- 
partment has  five  computers,  a scanner, 
and  a laser  printer  that  allow  students  to 
computer  analyze  their  work.  ■

Information 
Beamed  Via  Satellite 
to  Classrooms

The  satellite  dishes  atop  Nicarry  Hall  are 
a new  sign  of  the  times  — the  ability  to 
transmit  information  from  throughout  the 
world  to  any  classroom  at  Elizabethtown 
via  satellites. 

Whereas  Instructional  Services  a de- 
cade ago  was  largely  dealing  with  over- 
head and  movie  projectors,  today  we  are 
providing  “hi-tech”  technology  to  meet 
the  educational,  informational,  and  train- 
ing needs  of  the  College. 

The  College  has  three  satellite  sys- 
tems. One  is  dedicated  to  recording  edu- 
cational programs  and  receiving  “live”  tele 
conferences.  The  other  two  operate  in 
conjunction  with  the  Department  of  Com- 
munications student-run  radio  broadcasts 
on  WWEC-FM  and  cablecasts  on  ECTV 
Channel  40  (which  are  seen  throughout 
the  northwest  sector  of  Lancaster  County 
on  Warner  Communications  Cable  sytem) . 

The  majority  of  satellite  programming 
is  recorded  for  later  playback  in  the  class- 
room. We  also  feed  some  signals  “live” 
over  the  campus  academic  cable  TV  sys- 
tem. 

Reception  is  available  in  most  class- 
rooms in  Steinman,  Nicarry,  Esbenshade, 
and  the  New  Student  Center.  Brinser  Lec- 
ture Hall  and  Gibble  Theater  are  equipped 
for  larger  satellite  activites,  such  as  tele- 
conferences — a live,  interactive  event 
involving  large  screen  projection,  theater- 
quality  sound,  and  a telephone  interface 
connected  to  the  broadcast  location. 

The  three  satellite  systems  are  in  con- 
stant operation.  The  reason  is  that  satellite 
technology  is  rapidly  gaining  popularity 
as  programs  that  are  too  costly  for  colleg- 
es to  sponsor  can  be  brought  directly  to 
the  classroom  for  a reasonable  price. 

We  anticipate  even  greater  usage  of 
satellite  links  in  the  future  as  more  colleg- 
es and  universities  originate  their  own 
programming.  ■

Traveling  on  the 
Information  Highway

If  you  were  a student  ten  years 
ago  with  a 20-page  paper  due  on 
Jewish-Arab  relations,  your  first 
step  would  have  been  to  use  the 
library’s  card  catalog  to  locate 
reference  items  and  books  in  the 
collection.  *5  Then,  you  would 
have  searched  through  the  pa- 
per indexes,  such  as  the  Public 
Affairs  Information  Service  or 
Social  Sciences  Index,  to  find 
journal  articles,  many  of  which 
were  on  cumbersome  rolls  of 
microfilm.  Writing  a paper  on 
the  same  topic  today  is  much  different.  First,  there’s 
no  card  catalog.  Today,  the  catalog  is  completely 
computerized.  (Newly  catalogued  materials  have 
been  stored  in  an  electronic  format  since  1979;  we 
began  converting  our  previously  catalogued  records 
to  an  electronic  format  in  1988.)  ^ The  computer 
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tells  you  where  the  material  is 
located,  whether  it  is  on  the  shelf 
or  checked  out,  and  when  it  is 
due  back.  Within  minutes,  the 
catalog  search  uncovers  books 
and  video  recordings  on  your 
topic.  You  also  can  search  sev- 
eral indexes  that  are  either  on 
CD-ROM  or  on  an  on-line  sys- 
tem to  find  out  what  else  is  avail- 
able to  you.  Some  of  the  indexes 
will  tell  you  if  the  library  owns  a 
particular  journal,  and  whether 
it  is  on  microfiche,  microfilm,  or 
paper.  ^1  Gone,  too,  are  the  days  when  you  had  to 
write  out  the  citations;  now  you  just  hit  a function  key 
and  the  citation  is  automatically  printed  for  you.  ^ 
Computer  technology  supports  the  retrieval  and 
processing  of  information  in  an  electronic  format 
efficiently.  Systems  have  grown  immensely  during 
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Students  accessing  data  using  computers  is  common  at  the  library. 


the  past  10  years.  In  the  process,  it  has 
changed  the  nature  of  a college  library. 

The  Industrial  Revolution  of  the  19th 
century  continues  today  as  the  electronic 
revolution.  Just  as  it  was  difficult  to  pre- 
dict the  ramifications  of  the  use  of  steam 
engines,  so  it  is  with  each  new  use  of 
computer  technology. 

What  will  the  future  of  the  library  be 
like?  Although  we  can’t  say  for  sure,  here 
is  a likely  scenario. 

Ten  years  from  now,  a student  doing 
research  on  Jewish-Arab  relations  will 
not  leave  the  comfort  of  her  or  his  dorm 
room.  At  any  time  of  day,  using  a comput- 
er and  a modem,  the  student  will  search 
the  High  Library  catalog  and  the  catalogs 
of  neighboring  colleges.  The  student  also 
will  scan  the  indexes  and  request  that 
relevant  journal  articles  to  be  delivered 
electronically  to  her  or  his  computer. 

Many  campuses  are  already  begin- 
ning to  build  tomorrow’s  electronic  li- 
braries. Carnegie  Mellon  University  is 
one.  The  impact  is  staggering  to  imagine. 
Once  the  content  of  books,  indexes, 
magazine  articles,  and  other  data  are  con- 
verted into  a machine  readable  format, 
the  need  for  a building  and  stacks  will  be 
less  and  less. 

But  this  conversion,  like  the  Industri- 
al Revolution,  won’t  happen  overnight. 
The  staff  at  Carnegie  Mellon  estimates 


that  the  conversion  from  a paper  to  an 
electronic  library  will  take  25  years. 

,Al  Elizabethtown  College,  our  goals 
are  based  on  a middle  ground  approach. 
Perhaps  as  early  as  next  year  but  definite- 
ly by  the  College’s  100th  anniversary  in 
1999,  our  catalog,  indexes,  and  other  elec- 
tronic resources  will  be  available  to  other 
libraries  in  the  state  and  around  the  world 
through  a campus  local  area  network. 

While  each  computer  in  the  High 
Library  is  now  linked  to  just  one  index,  in 
a networked  environment  each  computer 
station  will  provide  access  to  every  data- 
base. Someday  in  the  future,  a student  or 
faculty  member  will  be  able,  from  just  one 
terminal,  search  our  public  catalog,  our 
consortium  libraries’  catalogs,  the  Ex- 
panded Academic  Index,  ERIC,  Social 
Science  Source,  Business  Index,  and 
Company  Profiles  — and  any  other  sys- 
tems we  have  then. 

Networking  eliminates  the  restric- 
tions of  time  and  place,  for  the  library 
catalog  and  other  databases  can  be 
searched  24-hours  a day  — even  when 
the  building  is  closed. 

Not  surprisingly,  the  federal  govern- 
ment has  had  a major  influence  on  the 
development  of  networks.  Twenty  years 
ago,  the  Department  of  Defense  designed 
a network  to  withstand  partial  outages 


(say  from  bomb  attacks).  The  key  break 
through  was  developing  a new  form  of 
telecommunications  software  that  linked 
a source  and  an  off-site  computer. 

With  this  discovery,  Internet  was 
born.  Today,  it’s  growing  like  a dandelion 
in  the  spring,  linking  10  million  users. 

The  reason  is  clear.  Not  since  the 
invention  of  the  telephone  have  people 
experienced  such  a dramatic  expansion 
in  their  ability  to  share  information.  Al- 
ready, there  are  hundreds  of  Internet 
“discussion  groups”  actively  sharing  in- 
formation and  ideas  on  topics  ranging 
from  chemistry  education,  library  instruc- 
tion, and  art  criticism  to  genealogy,  mu- 
sic research,  and  behavioral  and  emo- 
tional disorders  in  children. 

Elizabethtown  College  gained  access 
to  the  Internet  several  years  ago  through 
the  Pennsylvania  Research  and  Econom- 
ic Partnership  network  (PREPnet). 
Through  PREPnet,  students  and  faculty 
have  access  to  super-computing  resourc- 
es, university  library  catalogs,  bulletin 
boards,  and  various  databases  providing 
statistical,  agricultural,  demographic,  eco- 
nomic, and  medical  information.  Students 
now  have  access  to  the  Internet  from  the 
computer  classrooms  in  Nicarry  and  Es- 
benshade. 

How  are  people  using  these  elec- 
tronic resources? 

Dr.  Wesley  McDonald,  associate  pro- 
fessor of  political  science,  uses  it  for  li- 
brary research,  for  transferring  programs 
and  documents,  and  for  receiving  daily 
reports  from  Washington.  He  finds  it  a 
helpful  way,  for  instance,  to  obtain  quick- 
ly the  full  text  of  speeches  from  the  White 
House  on  issues  such  as  health  care. 

Moreover,  students  searching  for  li- 
brary resources  in  a Junior-Senior  collo- 
quium class  can  now  browse  the  library 
catalogs  of  area  colleges  with  Professor 
McDonald’s  help. 

One  of  the  most  exciting  features  of 
Internet  is  that  it  allows  any  individual 
and  institution  to  become  a publisher  and 
distributor  of  information.  For  example, 
Dartmouth  offers  a searchable  full-text 
file  of  the  King  James  Version  of  the 
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Bible,  Dante’s  Divine  Comedy  with  600 
years  of  commentaries,  and  Shakes- 
peare’s plays  and  sonnets.  NASA  makes 
available  astronomical  and  earth  scienc- 
es databases  with  applications  for  techni- 
cal and  educational  (K-12)  settings. 

Other  databases  cover  fields  such  as 
alcoholism  research,  book  reviews,  stock 
market  reports,  educational  research, 
agriculture,  and  nutrition. 

Wilson  Library  Bulletin  estimates  that 
80%  of  all  published  material  is  now  saved 
in  an  electronic  format  prior  to  publica- 
tion. If  that  same  information  is  available 
on  a computer  network  as  soon  as  it  is  in 
final  form,  months  of  delay  in  sharing  of 
information  will  be  avoided. 

Electronic  publishing  also  provides 
for  “flexible  packaging.”  For  example,  a 
person  who  is  vision  impaired  can  change 
the  size  of  the  lettering  of  a document 
from  12  point  to  24  point  — thus  helping 
the  person  to  deal  more  easily  with  the 
handicap. 

In  our  lifetime,  library  items  will  al- 
ways be  available  but  will  never  be  phys- 
ically checked  out,  as  now  happens.  Jour- 
nal articles  will  never  be  missing,  mis- 
filed, or  at  the  bindery;  they  always  will  be 
electronically  in  the  system,  ready  to  be 
accessed. 

Networking  and  electronic  publish- 
ing also  will  eliminate  interlibrary  loan,  as 


we  know  it  now.  In  the  21  Century,  docu- 
ments will  be  delivered  very  quickly  to  a 
user’s  computer  electronically.  Even  now, 
some  journals  are  available  only  in  elec- 
tronic format,  such  as:  The  Electronic 
Journal  of  Communication,  Fineart  Fo- 
rum, Flora  Online,  Solstice:  An  Electron- 
ic Journal  of  Geography  and  Mathemat- 
ics, and  The  Religious  Studies  Publica- 
tions Journal. 

One  of  the  most  used  aspects  of 
Internet  is  electronic  mail  (e-mail) . With- 
in a matter  of  minutes,  a person  can  trans- 
mit or  receive  the  full  text  of  a mail  mes- 
sage or  the  first  draft  of  a research  paper. 

Imagine  for  a moment  that  you  are  at 
a conference  in  London.  At  9 a.m.,  you 
discover  that  the  important,  recent  data 
you  need  is  on  your  desk  at  the  office. 
What  once  was  a major  problem  can  now 
be  simply  solved. 

You  send  an  e-mail  message  to  a 
colleague,  requesting  that  she  find  the 
document  and  immediately  send  it  to  you. 
Within  minutes  of  your  sending  it,  she 
reads  the  message,  quickly  locates  the 
document,  and  transmits  it  to  you.  By 
9:30  a.m.,  you  have  the  document,  fully 
ready  for  your  10  a.m.  conference. 

One  of  the  first  classes  at  the  College 
to  learn  the  intricacies  of  Internet  were 
the  students  in  Research  Methods  (Polit- 


ical Science  330).  The  computer  center 
staff,  library  staff,  and  Cindy  Beyerlein, 
associate  professor  of  public  administra- 
tion, taught  several  sections. 

Professor  Beyerlein's  students  told 
her  they  feel,  due  to  the  fact  that  their 
time  for  research  is  limited,  that  Internet 
is  not  user  friendly.  They  complained  that 
because  searchers  needed  special  codes 
to  get  in  to  some  databases,  they  were 
denied  access.  Others  said  they  were 
unable  to  disconnect  from  a library  cata- 
log when  their  searching  was  completed. 

Some  indexes  do  exist  that  make 
searching  for  software  and  resources  eas- 
ier. Also,  new  software  programs  make  it 
possible  to  automatically  access  other  on- 
line systems.  So,  even  though  it’s  still  “a 
hacker’s  heaven”  on  the  Internet,  it  is 
becoming  easier  to  access  its  huge  re- 
source of  information. 

A viable,  easily  usable  new  alterna- 
tive is  FirstSearch.  Acquired  in  August 
1993,  this  access  to  commercial  products 
offers  40  different  databases  across  all  of 
the  academic  disciplines.  Databases  in- 
clude Art  Index,  Biological  and  Agricul- 
tural Index,  Education  Index,  General 
Science  Index,  Humanities  Index,  MED- 
LINE, PsychFirst,  and  the  Social  Scienc- 
es Index. 

The  library  prepays  for  searches  on 
this  service  that  students,  faculty,  and 
administration  make.  Each  user  is  given 
a card  which  contains  an  authorization 
number  and  password. 

Jane  Cavendar,  visiting  instructor  of 
biology,  used  MEDLINE  for  her  Biologi- 
cal Instrumentation  and  Research  Meth- 
odology class  (Biology  3 11).  Her  students 
were  required  to  design  and  perform  a 
short-term  experiment  based  on  read- 
ings identified  in  indexes.  Most  students 
rigorously  used  MEDLINE  to  find  back- 
ground articles  for  oral  presentat  ions  and 
research  papers. 

FirstSearch  is  available  at  the  library 
and  on  Internet  in  NicarryorEsbenshade. 
It  is  a small  part  of  the  library  of  the  future 
at  Elizabethtown.  ■

New  Adventures 
in  Learning

New  majors  and  minors  continue 
to  pop  up  every  year  throughout 
the  curriculum.  ‘J  Some  have 
been  added  to  further  strengthen 
Elizabethtown’s  liberal  arts  em- 
phasis. Others  have  been  added 
to  better  prepare  students  for 
specific  professions.  ^ In  either 
case,  the  underlying  goal  re- 
mains the  same:  to  prepare  stu- 
dents for  life  after  Elizabethtown. 

<11  The  scope  of  new  programs  is 
vast.  One  of  the  most  visible  new 
majors  is  in  International  Busi- 
ness, which  was  first  offered  last  fall  through  the 
Department  of  Business  under  the  direction  of  Pro- 
fessor Jay  R.  Buffenmyer  ’61.  An  advisory  commit- 
tee comprised  of  international  business  executives 
from  area  Fortune  500  companies  and  representa- 
tives from  the  American  Graduate  School  of  Interna- 
ls 


tional  Management  and  the 
Pennsylvania  Department  of 
Commerce  helped  shape  the 
program.  ‘JThe  interdisciplinary 
major  requires  that  students  take 
intensive  language  study, 
courses  that  emphasize  foreign 
cultures  and  international  inter- 
action, business  courses,  a com- 
puter course,  and  a math  course 
in  probability  and  statistics.  <5 
International  Business  majors 
also  are  required  to  study  abroad 
for  at  least  one  semester.  They 
are  encouraged,  but  not  required,  to  participate  in  an 
internship  during  their  study  abroad.  A mentoring 
program  connects  students  with  businessmen  from 
companies  such  as  Armstrong  World  Industries, 
Hershey  Foods  Corp.,  and  AMP  Inc.  Mentors  meet  with 
and  are  accessible  to  them  for  telephone  conversations.

ter.  However,  that  would  require  adding 
another  person  to  the  staff. 

Sevareid  said  he  also  wants  to  add 
courses  in  directing  and  playwriting.  He 
hopes,  too,  that  somewhere  down  the 
road,  perhaps,  a drama  major  can  be  of- 
fered as  well  as  the  minor. 

Most  drama  students  do  not  plan 
careers  in  theater  after  graduation,  Seva- 
reid said.  They  participate  simply  because 
it  is  an  activity  they  enjoy. 

“I  think  theater  is  terribly  important 
to  the  enrichment  of  the  College,  the  local 
community,  and  the  individual  student. 
You  gain  a lot  through  performances, 
through  working  backstage,  through  the 
courses.  It  is  of  great  value,”  Sevareid 
said. 

Next  fall,  music,  drama,  and  dance 
students  will  join  forces  to  present  the 
musical,  “West  Side  Story.” 

The  Department  of  Biology  now  of- 
fers an  interdisciplinary  major  in  Envi- 
ronmental Science.  Majors  can  choose 
from  three  concentrations:  environmen- 
tal toxicology,  environmental  resource 
management  or  environmental  policy. 

Already,  in  just  two  years,  eighteen 
students  have  declared  it  as  their  major. 

Three  new  courses  — ecotoxicolo- 
gy,  aquatic  ecology,  and  an  environmen- 
tal issues  seminar  — were  added  for  the 
major  this  year.

“The  mentor  program  gives  students 
a touch  of  reality  and  contacts  they  would 
not  have  had  otherwise,”  Buffenmyer  said. 

Beginning  in  the  fall  of  1995,  admis- 
sion to  the  major  will  be  highly  selective, 
requiring  students  to  maintain  a 3.0  grade 
point  average  to  study  abroad. 

Changes  in  Elizabethtown’s  theater 
program  have  been  also  quite  visible, 
literally.  Alumni  Auditorium  (once  a gym- 
nasium) was  transformed  into  “a  black 
box”  space  last  summer  and  renamed 
Alumni  Theater.  A wall  blocking  the  5 
former  gym’s  stage  was  erected  and  an  g- 
acoustical  theater  ceiling  was  added.  Be-  I 
han’s  ‘The  Hostage,”  performed  in  No-  § 
vember,  was  the  first  play  staged  in  the  “ 
new,  very  flexible  renovated  space.  I 


A drama  minor  was  established  in 
1993  within  the  Department  of  Fine  and 
Performing  Arts.  Theater  minors  study 
acting,  design/technology,  and  dramatic 
literature.  A course  in  advanced  acting 
was  added  to  the  curriculum  last  fall. 

Already,  there  are  15  drama  minors 
— eight  concentrating  in  performance 
and  seven  in  design/technology.  (Note:  a 
minor  program  usually  requires  the  stu- 
dent to  take  at  least  six  specific  courses 
within  a department.) 

Theater  Professor  Michael  Sevareid, 
who  has  been  at  Elizabethtown  since  1990, 


said  nearly  50  students  are  now  involved 
in  theater.  The  theater  staff  produces  one 
major  play  a semester,  and,  in  February, 
students  in  Sock  and  Buskin,  the  theater 
club,  direct  a weekend  of  one-act  plays. 

The  major  productions  are  attracting 
larger  audiences  — both  because  of  the 
quality  and  because  performances  are 
now  offered  during  two  consecutive  week- 
ends, rather  than  just  one. 

Professors  Sevareid  and  James  Hunt- 
er would  like  the  department  to  produce 
more  than  one  major  production  a semes- 
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David  Ferruzza,  physics 


Ronald  L.  Laughlin,  biology  depart- 
ment chairman,  said  the  interdisciplinary 
major  was  created  in  response  to  interest 
expressed  by  prospective  students. 

“We  discuss  how  environmental  prob- 
lems are  created  and  how  these  influence 
organisms.  It  is  more  scientific  than  the 
political  action  side,”  he  said  of  the  new 
major.  “We  give  students  a solid  science 
background  to  help  them  understand  why 
things  happen  in  the  environment  the 
way  they  do.” 

Environmental  Science  majors  are 
required  to  participate  in  an  internship, 
such  as  the  Harrisburg  Semester  — un- 
der the  supervision  of  the  Department  of 
Political  Science.  As  interns,  students 
work  in  state  agencies  such  as  the  De- 
partment of  Environmental  Resources  for 
two  days  a week  in  the  spring  of  their 
junior  year. 

In  the  Department  of  Physics,  majors 
in  computer  engineering  and  industrial 
engineering  were  introduced  several 
years  ago. 

Chemistry  Professor  Dr.  John  P.  £ 
Ranck  also  deals  with  basics,  but  he  and  f 
other  chemistry  professors  across  the  g 
country  are  taking  a new  approach.  Ranck,  § 
a theoretical  quantum  chemist,  was  in-  “ 
strumental  in  forming  The  MoleCVUE  | 
Consortium,  a 20-member  group  that  is 


working  to  change  the  way  chemistry  is 
taught  nationwide. 

Ranck  explained  that  chemistry  text- 
books are  linear  and  all  handle  the  infor- 
mation in  the  same  way.  Consequently, 
professors  are  bound  to  a fairly  estab- 
lished curriculum  with  a very  small  set  of 
textbooks. 

Further,  he  said,  the  textbooks  are 
read  from  top  to  bottom,  making  it  diffi- 
cult to  change  the  order  in  which  subjects 
are  studied.  By  their  very  nature,  the 
books  present  chemistry  in  two-dimen- 
sional form. 

Traditional  chemistry  also  has  always 
taken  place  in  a lab  filled  with  beakers  of 
chemicals  and  instruments.  The  MoleC- 
VUE Consortium  wants  that  to  change. 
Members  acknowledge  that  studying 
chemicals  and  instruments  is  important, 
but  they  urge  a new  approach  — the 
advancement  of  molecular  laboratories 
that  use  computers  to  teach  concepts. 

Ranck  said  computer  programs  al- 
low students  to  experiment  with  molecu- 
lar modeling,  to  compute  properties,  and 
to  visualize  them  on  the  computer  screen. 

“Then,  students  can  experiment  with 
these  molecules  and  can  look  at  it  instead 
of  remembering  rules.  Students  can  play 
what-if  games.  There  is  very  dynamic 
interaction.  The  books  can’t  show  you 


that,”  Ranck  said,  wide-eyed  as  he  viewed 
a molecular  reaction  on  the  computer 
screen  in  his  office. 

He  added,  “There  is  no  reason  in  a 
textbook  to  expect  a reaction  like  that. 
These  new  tools  allow  us  to  see  things 
differently.  This  is  what  chemistry  is  all 
about.  It’s  not  a static  thing,  it’s  a dynamic 
thing.” 

though  Elizabethtown  and  other 
colleges  around  the  country  now  are  in- 
troducing juniors  and  seniors  to  using 
molecular  chemistry  labs,  that  curricu- 
lum must  be  implemented  with  begin- 
ning freshman  students,  Ranck  said.  First, 
however,  the  colleges  needs  more  work 
stations  in  the  molecular  laboratory. 

The  chemistry  department  has  of- 
fered a Molecular  Structure  class  for  sev- 
eral years,  but  this  is  the  first  semester 
that  freshmen  are  using  computers  in  the 
lab. 

To  do  so,  Ranck  is  teaching  an  extra 
three-hour  lab  one  afternoon  a week.  He 
wants  to  see  how  freshmen  react  to  using 
the  computer.  He  will  use  their  reactions 
to  design  a course  he  will  teach  a year 
from  now. 

The  Department  of  Mathematics  de- 
veloped a math  lab  last  year  through  a 
grant  from  the  National  Science  Founda- 
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Dr.  Ernest  A.  Blaisdell,  Jr.,  mathematics 


tion.  The  lab,  which  is  located  on  the 
ground  floor  of  Esbenshade  Hall,  has  16 
computer  terminals  that  were  first  used 
last  spring. 

Prior  to  having  access  to  the  lab, 
math  students  were  given  assignments  to 
complete  on  the  College’s  main  frame 
computer.  Now,  calculus  and  statistics 
classes  meet  at  least  once  a week  in  the 
lab;  later,  students  return  on  their  own 
time  to  complete  assignments. 

“With  the  math  lab,  we  are  better 
able  to  illustrate  many  concepts,”  said  Dr. 
Ernest  A.  Blaisdell,  Jr.,  a math  professor. 
“Students  now  see  the  concepts  visually. 
Traditionally,  we  referred  to  one  picture 
in  a textbook  or  had  them  try  to  under- 
stand (the  concept)  from  a definition.” 

I n statistics  classes,  the  computers 
allow  professors  to  give  more  realistic 
programs  dealing  with  raw  data  that  would 
not  be  feasible  to  calculate  by  hand.  For 
example,  Blaisdell  said,  the  effects  of 
changes  in  the  value  of  perimeter  can 
dramatically  be  illustrated  instantaneous- 
ly with  the  aid  of  a computer. 

“Feedback  from  the  students  has 
been  positive  in  statistics  and  calculus,” 
Blaisdell  said,  noting  that  the  eight  sec- 
tions of  statistics  and  the  four  sections  of 
calculus  each  semester  use  the  math  lab 
the  most. 


The  math  lab  is  open  all  day  and  in 
the  evenings  and  weekends,  as  well.  In 
the  evenings,  the  lab  is  staffed  with  stu- 
dent assistants  — usually  math  majors 
who  are  competent  in  understanding  both 
the  math  concepts  and  the  use  of  comput- 
ers. 

Blaisdell  said  the  most  popular  of  the 
department’s  six  major  concentrations  is 
actuarial  science.  Almost  40  percent  of  all 
math  majors  are  concentrating  in  that 
area. 

“When  we  started  the  actuarial  sci- 
ence program  several  years  ago,  there 
were  not  many  schools  in  the  country 
that  offered  such  a concentration.  It  has 
become  a very  popular  field,  so  that  there 
has  been  a dramatic  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  schools  with  similar  concentra- 
tions,” Blaisdell  noted. 

To  become  a certified  actuary,  a per- 
son must  pass  a challenging  set  of  exam- 
inations that  usually  takes  several  years 
to  complete.  Elizabethtown  students  can 
take  enough  courses  to  pass  five  of  the 
exams  while  still  an  undergraduate.  In 
fact,  in  order  to  graduate  with  an  Actuar- 
ial Science  concentration,  a student  must 
pass  at  least  two  of  the  professional  exam- 
inations. 

Actuarial  science  students  must  take 
an  operations  research  course,  two  se- 
mesters of  mathematical  statistics,  a 


course  in  numerical  analysis,  a course  in 
time-series  analysis,  two  semesters  of 
accounting,  and  two  semesters  of  eco- 
nomics. 

“It’s  a very  demanding  program.  It’s 
the  most  demanding  of  our  concentra- 
tions in  terms  of  the  course  requirements. 
Only  the  best  students  successfully  com- 
plete it.  But,  it  offers  one  of  the  best 
prospects  of  getting  a good  job  in  mathe- 
matics,” Blaisdell  said.

.L/iberal  arts  means  the  sciences, 
as  well,”  said  David  Ferruzza,  physics 
department  chairman.  “In  order  for  a 
school  like  Elizabethtown  to  hold  its  head 
up  and  call  itself  a liberal  arts  college,  it 
must  have  the  presence  of  physical  sci- 
ences, such  as  chemistry  and  physics,” 
which  he  said  are  separate  from  biologi- 
cal sciences  — an  area  that  is  experienc- 
ing mushrooming  enrollments. 

In  addition  to  majors  in  industrial 
engineering  and  computer  engineering, 
Elizabethtown  is  affiliated  with  a cooper- 
ative 3+2  engineering  program  with  Penn- 
sylvania State  University.  It  involves  three 
years  of  study  at  Elizabethtown  and  two 
years  at  Pennsylvania  State  University. 

The  computer  engineering  major 
emphasizes  physics  and  computer  sci- 
ence. It  trains  students  for  careers  in 
computer  programming  and  in  handling 
computer  software  and  hardware. 

The  industrial  engineering  major 
combines  the  study  of  physics  and  busi- 
ness administration  to  prepare  students 
for  jobs  in  efficiency  improvement  and 
cost  control  at  firms  that  provide  goods 
and  services. 

In  the  cooperative  3+2  program,  stu- 
dents study  physics,  mathematics  and 
complete  the  liberal  arts  curriculum  dur- 
ing three  years  at  Elizabethtown  before 
choosing  an  engineering  specialty  dur- 
ing their  two  years  at  Penn  State. 

“We’re  dealing  with  basic  courses. 
We  are  not  trying  to  teach  the  latest 
in  every  gadget  and  doodad  on  the 
market.  That  would  be  self-defeating.  That 
would  be  training,  not  education. 
Education  is  about  dealing  with  basics,” 
Ferruzza  said.B

Comedy  Writing:  A Way 
To  Like  Life  More 

Assistant  Professor  of  English  Dr.  Craig 
Hergert  is  serious  about  his  sense  of 
humor.  His  hobby  is  comedy  writing. 

“If  I were  ever  to  pursue  it  profes- 
sionally, it  would  be  to  write  sitcoms,” 
Hergert  acknowledges. 

He  began  by  writing  a regular  hu- 
mor column  for  the  student  newspaper 
at  Bowling  Green  State  University  when 
he  was  a graduate  student. 

In  fact,  Hergert  went  one  step  fur- 
ther by  performing  stand-up  comedy, 
too.  He  worked  area  restaurants  — 
Campus  Pollveyes  Pizza  and  Tetti’s 
Rib  Shack  — but  also  performed  at  the 
Main  Street  Comedy  Gallery  in  Ann 
Arbor,  Mich.,  on  open-mike  night  and  earned  $75  for  a show  at 
the  Toledo  Country  Club  in  Ohio. 

Being  a live  comic  is  not  his  primary  interest,  however. 
While  he  still  occasionally  entertains  at  faculty  forums  and 
continues  to  keep  his  colleagues  laughing,  “performing  come- 
dy is  just  too  nerve  wracking,”  he  says. 

Hergert  is  just  now  returning  to  “the  discipline  of  writing 
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regularly.”  He  is  working  on  his  own 
humorous  greeting  cards  and  finished  a 
series  of  Sam  Spade  parodies  titled, 
“Johnny  Diction,  Grammar  Cop”  for  his 
sister,  a radio  DJ  in  Sioux  Falls,  S.D.  “I 
think  they’re  good  pieces. ..but  1 don’t 
know  if  they’ll  turn  into  anything,”  he 
explains. 

Since  he  teaches  courses  on  Humor 
Writing  and  the  Literature  of  Laughter, 
he  is  used  to  considering  the  nature  of 
humor.  “I  really  believe  good  comedy 
writing  is  simple,  direct,  clear  writing. 
What  prevents  people  from  being  good 
writers  is  that  they’re  loading  it  up  with 
flabby  writing.” 

His  current  goal  is  to  write  one  hour 
a day  “and  we’ll  see  how  long  I can  keep 
doing  that.  That’s  my  New  Year's  resolu- 
tion.” 

Comedy  writing  is  not  an  easy  hob- 
by, but  Hergert  insists  “it’s  something  I 
really  enjoy  and  need  to  keep  doing,  as  an 
avocation  or  whatever.  I don’t  like  life  as 
much  when  I’m  not  doing  it.” 

She  Feels  Better 
When  She’s  Dancing 

After  a 10-year  hiatus,  Dr.  Caroline  Dillon 
is  retracing  her  steps — dance  steps,  that 
is.  Last  fall,  she  auditioned  for  the  Harris- 
burg Dance  Conservatory  and  was  ac-

cepted  into  its  “serious”  ballet  classes. 

She  was  at  last  returning  to  a long- 
time interest,  one  which  had  culminated 
in  three  years  with  the  corps  de  ballet  of 
the  Wilmington  Ballet  Company  when 
she  was  a student  at  the  University  of 
Delaware. 

“I  just  feel  better  when  I’m  dancing,” 
says  Dillon,  assistant  professor  of  psy- 
chology. “I  have  a lot  more  energy.  I like 
it  much  more  than  aerobics  and  the  mu- 
sic itself  is  beautiful.” 

She  found  ballet  dancing  relieved 
much  of  the  stress  of  being  a graduate 
student,  she  recalls,  “and  maybe  that’s 
why  I’m  doing  it  again  now.  It’s  really 
easier  to  go  back  and  hit  the  books  after 
you’ve  gotten  all  this  stress  out  of  you”  in 
a 90-minute  dance  class. 

There  are  other  benefits  to  her  par- 
ticular hobby,  she  adds,  such  as  a sense 
of  accomplishment  in  mastering  a rigor- 
ous art  form.  “It’s  very  rewarding  just  to 
be  able  to  do  it,”  she  explains. 

Additionally,  her  avocation  helps  her 
vocation. 

“My  area  in  research  is  nonverbal 
behavior  (and)  dance  is  a form  of  nonver- 
bal behavior,”  Dillon  stated.  Dancers  have 
to  learn  time  management,  she  adds,  and 
that  discipline  spills  over  into  real  life. 
“Dancers  make  the  best  students,”  she 
says. 

She  attends  ballet  classes  two  or  three 
nights  each  week  and  plans  to  continue 
her  studies  “as  long  as  I can.” 

Volksmarching:  Seeing 
All  the  Good  Things 

Dr.  Jacqueline  Jones  pursues  her  hobby 
with  the  fervor  of  the  U.S.  Postal  Service 
pledge — neither  rain  nor  wind  nor  cold 
keeps  her  from  her  appointed  rounds. 
Her  rounds,  however,  are  specific  Volks- 
marching routes. 

In  Germany,  where  the  sport  started, 
Volksmarching  is  “walking  of  the  peo- 
ple,” an  individually-paced  activity  simply 
“to  get  everybody  up  on  their  feet  and 
walking,”  Jones  explains.  Now,  clubs 
across  the  world  design  mapped  courses 
that  average  10  kilometers  and  range

from  city  streets  to  hiking  terrain. 

“I  fell  in  love  with  the  whole  idea,” 
says  the  Occupational  Therapy  depart- 
ment head.  “It’s  a tremendous  opportuni- 
ty to  go  to  a lot  of  places  that  I wouldn’t 
have  gotten  to  otherwise.” 

She  marched  through  Great  Britain 
last  summer  and  has  visited  24  states. 
Since  she  joined  the  local  Penn  Dutch 
Pacers  in  1989,  she  has  averaged  100 
walks  a year. 

“I’m  not  really  an  exercise  person.  I 
have  always  been  a handicrafter,  not  an 
athlete,”  she  jokes.  “What  I like  is  that 
you  must  walk  a certain  distance  (but) 
speed  is  not  important  at  all.” 

Consequently,  a Volksmarch  in  Cape 
May,  N.J.  included  visits  to  local  bed-and- 
breakfasts.  On  a typical  walk  in  Washing- 
ton, D.C.,  Jones  toured  the  National  Zoo 
and  stopped  for  lunch. 

“When  you  march,  you  get  to  see  all 
the  good  things.  You  can  birdwatch  or 
look  at  the  flowers,”  she  says,  and  on  city 
treks  “study  the  architecture  of  old  build- 
ings.” Her  favorite  organized  walks  in- 
clude London  and  Cambridge,  Alexan- 
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dria,  Va.,  and  the  Antietam  battlefield. 
‘Touring  in  a car,  you  just  don’t  live  the 
history.” 

As  secretary  of  the  statewide  Key- 
stone State  Volksport  Association,  Jones 
also  likes  meeting  people  from  various 
clubs.  But  it’s  the  healthful,  outdoors  as- 
pect of  her  hobby  that  she  likes  best. 

“I  have  enjoyed  God’s  fall  more  this 
year  than  any  year,”  she  concludes,  “and 
that’s  such  a good  feeling.” 

Her  Present  is  the  Past 
— and  Homeless  Cats 

Dr.  Catherine  Craver-Lemley’s  hobbies 
include  collecting  18th  century  American 
antiques.  Fact  is,  she  lives  in  one. 

She  and  her  husband  restored  an 
18th  century  stone  farmhouse  within  the 
Gettysburg  National  Park.  “The  exterior 
walls  and  floors  are  authentic  — you  can 
see  the  original  burn  marks  in  the  walk-in 
fireplace,”  marvels  the  assistant  profes- 
sor of  psychology. 

“We  didn’t  hire  architects,”  Lemley 
laughs.”  We  just  went  to  see  architectural 
antiques  and  built  around  what  we  found. 


Actually,  we  built  the  house  around  our 
antique  furniture,”  she  adds,  such  as  three 
corner  cupboards  and  four  others  “that 
were  too  large  to  put  anywhere.  This  is  a 
humongous  house  and  we  already  have  a 
houseful  of  antiques!” 

They  added  a barn-frame  extension 
onto  the  farmhouse  from  18th  century 
Chestnut  beams  they  found  in  Reading. 
Their  doorway  columns  came  from  an 
early  1800s  mansion  in  Carlisle.  The 
French  doors  and  windows  of  their  sun- 
porch  came  from  the  old  Korean  Embas- 
sy House  in  Washington,  D.C. 

That  new  porch  has  come  in  handy 
for  Lemley’s  other  major  avocation,  find- 
ing homes  for  homeless  cats.  Since  her 
husband  and  one  of  her  two  sons  are 
allergic  to  cats,  Lemley  feeds  and  shel- 
ters strays  and  feral  cats  on  the  enclosed 
porch  separate  from  the  house. 

“I  live  between  two  farmers,  and  peo- 
ple apparently  think  this  is  a great  place  to 
dump  their  cats,”  she  charges. 

She  has  found  adoptive  homes  for 
most  of  the  kittens.  On  the  average,  she 
takes  care  of  about  four  adult  wild  cats. 
Her  care  goes  beyond  feeding  to  also

vaccinating  and  neutering  the  ones  she 
can  catch. 

“I  know  there  are  certainly  bigger 
problems  on  this  planet,  but  this  is  one  I 
can  do  something  about,”  Lemley  says. 

He’s  Hooked  on  Nature  — 
Flies,  Worms,  and  All 

Assistant  professor  of  English  Dr.  Louis 
Martin  is  certainly  not  a bookworm,  al- 
though you  could  say  that  worms  play  a 
role  in  several  of  his  hobbies. 

Martin  is  an  avid  fisherman  and  gar- 
dener who  explains,  “I  love  being  out  in 
nature,  doing  something  both  challeng- 
ing and  relaxing.” 

He  learned  spin  fishing  and  canoeing 
as  a boy  in  Tennessee,  noting,  “I  always 
loved  being  on  the  river.”  He  was  certified 
as  a canoeing  instructor  when  he  was  28; 
at  the  same  time,  he  became  a white- 
water  enthusiast. 

“At  that  time  it  was  very  interesting  to 
me — the  beauty  and  power  of  rivers,  to  be 
able  to  be  in  the  middle  of  all  that,  to  run 
the  rapids  and  still  be  safe,”  he  explains. 

Martin  still  “occasionally”  goes  white- 
water  canoeing,  but  he  learned  fly  casting 
about  six  years  ago  and  became  — if 
you’ll  excuse  the  pun  — hooked  on  a new 
angle  of  fishing. 

“Fly  fishing  is  far  more  delicate  a

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form  and  requires  far  more  proficiency” 
than  spin  fishing,  he  says.  “You  can  actu- 
ally cast  a fly  around  a corner!  It’s  a life- 
long task  to  learn  how  to  perfect  your 
skill. 

“This  type  of  fishing  uses  synthetic 
or  natural  ties  and  absolutely  no  bait,  he 
adds,  so  “there’s  beauty  in  just  tying  a 
good  fly  (and)  in  the  rhythm  of  the  rod 
and  line.” 

Also  several  years  ago,  Martin  devel- 
oped another  hobby  — organic  garden- 
ing. Most  recently,  he  expanded  his  back- 
yard vegetable  garden  to  include  a vari- 
ety of  dwarf  fruit  trees.  ‘They're  scattered 
all  over  the  yard  now.” 

He  enjoys  gardening  because  it  is  a 
family  activity  involving  his  wife  and  2- 
year-old  daughter,  he  adds.  “Particularly 
in  the  summer,  every  minute  I’m  not  out 
fishing.  I’m  out  with  my  daughter”  in  the 
garden. 

“There’s  something  magic  about 
watching  things  grow,”  he  concludes. 

He’s  Spent  a Lifetime 
On  the  Railroad 

H.  Marshall  Pomroy  ’59  traces  his  love  of 
trains  back  generations.

“My  father’s  family  were  railroading 
people,”  he  says.”  My  father  got  me  inter- 
ested in  toy  trains  when  I was  about  3- 
years-old;  I’ve  been  interested  in  the  rail- 
road industry  and  model  trains  ever  since.” 

Pomroy’s  hobby  is  building  primari- 
ly O-gauge  models  from  kits  or  from 
scratch.  “In  Christmas,  1945  my  father 
gave  me  a present  of  an  O-gauge  locomo- 
tive and  over  the  years,  I’ve  built  around 
that,”  he  explains. 

In  his  basement  are  a train  station, 
freight  yard,  engine  terminal  and  other 
model  train  paraphernalia,  covering  ta- 
bles about  12-by-38  feet.  “Sometimes,  if 
my  wife’s  in  a good  mood,  I may  bring 
something  upstairs,”  he  jokes. 

“I  like  to  put  things  together.  I’m 
mechanical-minded,”  says  the  associate 
professor  of  accounting.  “Since  I can’t 
own  a real  railroad,  I have  my  own  one  in 
the  cellar.” 

His  is  a lifetime  hobby,  he  adds. 

“I  read  a lot  about  railroad  history,” 
says  Pomroy,  and  he  has  always  been 
fascinated  by  “where  different  railroads 
went,  the  problems  they  had  and  how 
they  solved  them.”  Once  he  retires,  he 
expects  to  visit  historic  railroad  sites. 


Her  Dolls  Reflect 
Her  World,  Her  Nature 

Deborah  Moorhead  is  an  assistant  dean 
of  College  Life  who  still  collects  dolls. 

Her  serious  collecting  began  about 
seven  years  ago  when  she  was  a graduate 
student  in  sociology  at  Louisiana  State 
University  in  Baton  Rouge. 

She  recalls,  “I  kept  noticing  dolls  in 
different  antique  shops”  that  were  intrigu- 
ing because  of  their  cultural  diversity. 
“I’m  interested  in  Black  literature  and 
women’s  issues,  and  all  that  came  togeth- 
er” in  doll  collecting. 

“Most  of  my  collection  are  dolls  of 
women  and  women  of  color.  I like  to  have 
something  in  my  house  that  reflects  who 
I am,”  Moorhead  says. 

Mindful  of  the  historic  nature  of  eth- 
nic dolls,  she  studied  about  her  hobby  in 
the  Encyclopedia  of  Black  Dolls  and  by 
talking  to  antique  dealers.  ‘Truly  histori- 
cal pieces  cost  $400  and  up,”  she  notes. 
Her  own  dolls  are  both  old  and  modern, 
which  she  finds  at  house  sales,  flea  mar- 
kets and  antique  shops. 

Her  14-piece  collection  covers  “all 
kinds  of  dolls,”  mostly  representing  Black, 
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Caribbean  and  Native  American  cultures. 
“They’re  made  of  materials  ranging  from 
fabric  to  porcelain  to  wood,  but  her  favor- 
ite one  is  made  from  real  Mississippi 
mud. 

“I  just  love  her,”  Moorhead  says  of 
the  mud  baby  she  named  Callie  after  her 
great  aunt.  “Most  everybody  else  thinks 
she’s  the  ugliest  thing  they’ve  ever  seen. 
I think  that’s  because  she’s  all  wrinkled, 
like  a real  baby  just  born.” 

Doll  collecting  will  be  her  ongoing 
hobby  even  though  the  dolls  themselves 
may  change,  says  Moorhead.  ‘There  was 
a period  when  I felt  any  Black  doll  would 
do,”  for  example.  ‘Then  I wanted  only 
dolls  kids  could  play  with.” 

“I  think  my  dolls  reflect  me  and  how 
I think  about  my  world,”  Moorhead  mus- 
es. “You  can  reflect  who  you  are  through 
your  furniture  or  books.  ..and  dolls  are  my 
way  of  expressing  my  nature.” 

Putting  His  Concerns 
On  the  Sidelines 

Growing  up  in  Michigan,  “fishing  on 
lakes  was  natural  to  us  young’uns,” 
quips  John  Stites.  He’s  one  adult  who

to  go  deep  sea  fishing,  as  well. 

“I  can’t  explain  why,  but  fishing  re- 
laxes me  as  nothing  else  does,”  he  says. 
An  hour  on  the  water  and  I feel  invigorat- 
ed. All  the  concerns  of  the  day  take  a step 
to  the  sidelines  where  they  belong.” 

Stites,  an  associate  professor  of  mu- 
sic, goes  fishing  whenever  he  can  find  the 
time.  He  especially  enjoys  Swatara  Creek 
and  Clark’s  Creek  near  his  home  in  Eliz- 
abethtown. “More  and  more,  I try  to  find 
places  close  by,  because  the  time  it  takes 
to  get  some  place  to  fish  is  less  time  you 
have  to  fish,”  he  explains.

Communing  with  nature  is  a large 
part  of  a fisherman’s  enjoyment,  he  adds. 
“It’s  like  nothing  else.  I like  fall  best,  with 
spring  a close  second.  While  I like  going 
out  with  friends,  I like  going  alone,  too.” 

He  pauses  and  then  adds,  “I  guess  1 
just  like  fishing."

Kresge  Foundation  Gives 
$400,000  for  Chapel/ 
Performing  Arts  Center 

The  Kresge  Foundation  has  given  the 
College  a $400,000  challenge  grant  to 
build  a $4.25  million  chapel/performing 
arts  center. 

President  Gerhard  E.  Spiegler  said 
the  College  has  raised  $3.25  million  to 
build  the  multi-purpose  facility  which 
will  contain  31,000  square  feet  of  space 
and  have  an  auditorium  with  a capacity 
of  1,000  seats. 

The  total  project  cost  includes 
$250,000  to  endow  a fund  for  programs 
in  the  center.  The  Texaco  Foundation 
gave  these  funds  last  year. 

“With  this  encouragement  from 
The  Kresge  Foundation,  we  could 
break  ground  late  this  summer  if  the 
additional  funds  are  raised  by  that 
time,”  Spiegler  said.  It  will  take  approxi- 
mately 15  months  to  build  the  facility. 

The  Kresge  grant  is  conditional, 
requiring  the  College  to  raise  $500,000 
still  needed  to  complete  the  funding  of 
the  project  by  December. 

This  is  the  second  grant  Elizabeth- 
town has  received  from  The  Kresge 
Foundation  in  the  past  five  years.  In 
1989,  the  foundation  gave  the  College 
$500,000  to  construct  the  $6  million 
High  Library,  which  opened  in  1990. 

Spiegler  said  the  new  building  will 
give  Elizabethtown  “much-needed 
space  for  the  performing  arts,  lectures, 
and  college-wide  assemblies,  including 
religious  services.” 

At  present,  the  College  is  limited  to 
small  auditoriums  which  seat  up  to  350 
people. 

More  than  two  decades  ago, 

College  officials  publicly  recognized  the 
need  to  have  a multi-purpose  chapel  as 
the  spiritual  and  cultural  center  of  the 
campus.  The  new  facility  will  meet  that 
expectation  and  will  provide  a perform- 
ing arts  center  for  music,  theater,  and 
dance,  as  well  as  exhibit  areas  for  art, 
sculpture,  and  photography. 

The  new  center  will  be  built  in  an 
area  between  Thompson  Gymnasium 


and  the  College’s  2-acre  Lake  Placida  at 
the  eastern  end  of  the  180-acre  campus. 

Ware  Associates  of  Chicago,  111., 
designed  the  building.  David  Lynch  and 
Associates  of  Lancaster,  Pa.  is  the 
construction  architect  and  Poole 
Associates  of  York,  Pa.  is  the  project 
construction  manager. 

The  Kresge  Foundation,  in  Troy, 
Mich.,  is  an  independent,  private 
foundation  created  by  the  personal  gifts 
of  Sebastian  S.  Kresge.  It  is  not  affiliat- 
ed with  any  corporation  or  organization. 

Trustee  Action 

In  October,  the  Broad  of  Trustees 
approved  amendments  to  the  College’s 
Articles  of  Incorporation  which  makes 
the  board  a self-perpetuating  body. 

Formerly,  a percentage  of  the 
board  was  elected  by  the  two  districts 
of  the  Church  of  the  Brethren  — the 
Atlantic  Northeast  District  and  the 
Southern  Pennsylvania  District.  The 
two  districts  may  still  nominate  candi- 
dates for  trusteeship  membership. 

The  amendments  were  earlier 
endorsed  by  the  vote  of  the  delegates  to 


the  fall  meetings  of  both  church 
districts. 

$50,000  Grant 
for  Catholic  Studies 

The  College  received  a $50,000  grant 
last  fall  from  a major,  anonymous 
national  foundation  to  fund  activities 
that  will  serve  Catholic  students 
attending  Elizabethtown. 

“The  funds  are  to  be  used  to  benefit 
both  Catholic  students  and  the  entire 
campus  community,”  said  Mary  Beth 
Matteo,  vice  president  for  institutional 
advancement. 

Four  types  of  activities  will  be 
funded,  including: 

• bringing  Catholic  scholars  to  the 
College  as  visiting  professors  or  as 
Fellows  at  the  Young  Center  for  the 
Study  of  Anabaptist  and  Pietist  Groups; 

• enhancing  the  staff  of  the 
Catholic  Campus  Ministry  program; 

• having  speakers  participate  in  the 
College’s  annual  Spiritual  Faith  Lecture 
Series; 

• and  funding  independent  student 
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projects  in  Catholic  studies. 

Matteo  said  the  plan  is  to  have  a 
Catholic  theologian  teach  a course  each 
semester  on  topics  such  as  ‘The 
History  of  Catholicism  in  America”  or 
“Catholic  Spirituality.” 

A person  designated  as  a Fellow  at 
the  College’s  Young  Center  would  offer 
a course,  seminar,  or  dialogue  on  a 
broad-based  topic  such  as  “Anabaptist- 
Catholic  Conversation:  Points  of 
Convergence  and  Divergence.”  Recent 
research  suggests  that  Catholic 
thought  had  a significant  impact  on 


early  Anabaptist  leaders. 

About  one-third  of  Elizabethtown’s 
1,490  students  are  members  of  the 
Roman  Catholic  church.  Many  of  them 
are  very  active  in  the  Newman  Club 
under  the  guidance  of  the  Rev.  Joseph 
Blascovich,  the  Catholic  campus 
minister  and  pastor  of  St.  Peter’s 
Roman  Catholic  Church  in  Elizabeth- 
town. 

Matteo  said  the  foundation  grant 
will  “dramatically  enhance  both  the 
religious  experiences  of  Catholic 
students  and  the  level  of  knowledge 


about  Catholicism  among  all  members 
of  the  campus  community.” 

1994-95  Tuition  Set 

Tuition  and  fees  will  rise  $990  for  the 
1994-95  academic  year  to  a total  of 
$14,590  and  charges  for  room  and 
board  will  increase  by  $100  to  $4,400  a 
year. 

President  Gerhard  E.  Spiegler  said 
the  proposed  1994-95  operating  budget 
was  held  to  an  increase  of  4.5  per  cent 
by  continuing  to  downsize  administra- 
tive costs  and  reducing  non-essential 
expenditures  to  a minimum. 

“Maintaining  a competitive  tuition 
and  fee  structure  in  the  face  of  in- 
creased demands  and  rising  costs  while 
seeking  to  improve  overall  services, 
instruction,  and  facilities  is  not  an  easy 
task,”  Spiegler  said. 

He  noted  that  the  College’s  endow- 
ment income  and  gifts  from  alumni  and 
other  friends  “enables  us  to  subsidize 
the  cost  of  education  for  every  student 
by  about  $3,600." 

He  said  two  of  the  College’s 
highest  priorities  continue  to  be 
attracting  highly  qualified  faculty 
members  by  keeping  salary  levels 
competitive  and  attracting  talented 
students  by  providing  financial  aid  to 
those  who  show  need. 

For  1994-95,  the  financial  aid 
budget  will  increase  by  $700,000. 

The  College  plans  to  begin  building 
a computer  network  linking  all  campus 
buildings,  including  the  residence  halls 
in  1995.  The  project  will  cost  about 
$200,000  and  will  take  two  years  to 
complete. 

The  College  also  will  allocate  more 
funds  for  academic  programs,  scientific 
equipment,  and  residential  life  needs.

School  Teachers  Loan 
Cancellations 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Education 
maintains  an  up-dated  list  of  schools 
throughout  the  United  States  that 
qualify  teachers  for  cancellations  of 
certain  student  loans.  Individuals  who 
are  paying  off  loans  under  the  Perkins 
program  (formerly  known  as  the 
National  Defense  or  National  Direct 
Loans  programs)  may  have  their  loans 
cancelled  if  they  are  full-time  teachers 
at  qualifying  elementary  or  secondary 
schools. 

A qualifying  school  must  have 
more  than  30  per  cent  of  its  students 
eligible  for  Chapter  I funds,  the  main 
federal  assistance  program  for  disad- 
vantaged students. 

Alumni  who  teach  are  advised  to 
check  with  their  school  officials  to  learn 
if  they  are  eligible  for  loan  cancella- 
tions.

She  lip-synched  two  of  Whitney 
Houston’s  songs,  received  an 
ovation  from  the  audience  and  after- 
wards, signed  autographs.

Ferguson  is  an  elementary  educa- 
tion major  who  excelled  in  a sign 
language  course  last  semester.  She 
wanted  to  share  what  she  learned. 

She  served  as  Miss  Holly  City  in 
1990-91,  appearing  in  several  city 
schools  impressing  on  students  the 
need  to  set  high  goals  in  life  and  do  the 
best  they  can  do. 

Ferguson  went  through  the 
alphabet  by  doing  letters  in  sign  and 
taught  the  children  numerous  phrases, 
such  as  “please”  and  “excuse  me.” 

She  performed  songs,  and 
demonstrated  that  deaf  people  have  the 
ability  to  feel  the  vibrations  in  songs. 

“If  you  go  to  a deaf  person’s  house, 
the  music  they  are  listening  to  will 
probably  be  very  loud,”  in  order  to 
increase  vibrations,  Ferguson  ex- 
plained. 

The  children  showed  their  enthusi- 
asm for  Ferguson’s  performance  by 
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snapping  their  fingers  and  clapping 
along  with  her  throughout  the  song.

Habitat  for 
Humanity  Goal 
Unites  Students, 
Borough

When  Habitat  for  Humanity 

chapter  members  at  Elizabeth- 
town College  return  to  classes  this  fall, 
they  also  hope  to  begin  rehabilitating  a 
home  in  Elizabethtown  Borough. 

Chris  Parker  ’96,  from  Landis- 
ville  and  chapter  board  member,  said 
the  group  is  negotiating  to  renovate  a 
property  on  East  High  Street.  If  plans 
go  according  to  schedule,  the  two- 
family  house  will  be  ready  for  occupan- 
cy by  May  1995. 

Once  the  chapter  acquires  the 
house,  it  will  begin  accepting  applica- 
tions through  the  Lancaster  chapter. 
Parker  said  Lancaster  will  select  the 
family  (s)  who  will  live  in  the  home.  The 
potential  homeowners  must  put  at  least 
500  hours  of  “sweat  equity”  into  the 
renovation  of  the  house. 

The  local  chapter  is  a part  of 
Habitat  for  Humanity  International,  an 
ecumenical  Christian  housing  ministry 


whose  objective  is  to  eliminate  poverty 
housing  from  the  world.  The  organiza- 
tion depends  heavily  on  volunteer  labor 
and  receives  funding  from  individuals, 
churches,  corporations  and  other 
concerned  organizations. 

The  Elizabethtown  College  chapter 
formed  in  April  1990,  becoming  the 
100th  campus  chapter  nationwide. 
Originally  affiliated  with  the  York 
County  Habitat  for  Humanity,  the 
chapter  is  now  affiliated  with  Lancaster 
Habitat  for  Humanity. 

Because  the  property  is  located  in 
Elizabethtown  Borough,  borough 
officials  are  helping  the  local  chapter 
acquire  the  house. 

“We’re  extremely  supportive,” 

Nick  Viscome  ’75,  borough  manag- 
er/secretary said.  The  Habitat  chapter’s 
“goals  closely  match  ours  for  neighbor- 
hood renovations  and  rehabilitation.” 

Viscome  said  he  located  the 
property  owner  and  is  now  in  negotia- 
tions with  her  attorney. 

"Viscome  also  said  the  borough 
supports  projects  which  give  the 
college  and  community  a chance  to 
work  together. 

The  chapter  has  about  $6,000  of 
between  $30,000  and  $35,000  needed  to 
purchase  and  renovate  the  two-family 
home,  Parker  said. 

Borough  council  is  helping  with 
fund  raising  by  paying  chapter  mem- 
bers to  perform  maintenance  tasks 
downtown  and  in  the  park. 

About  40  active  members  comprise 
the  College  chapter.  Most  of  these 
members  are  freshman  and  sopho- 
mores who  will  be  around  for  a while, 
Parker  said. 

A five-member  executive  board 
oversees  the  activities  of  the  chapter, 
with  assistance  from  faculty  advisor  Jim 
Hunter  of  the  theater  department. 
Augie  Acevedo  ’94,  from  Mt.  Kisco, 
N.Y.,  is  board  president.  Other  direc- 
tors are  Parker;  Erika  Fisher  ’96, 
from  Agawam,  Mass.;  Eric  Atherholt 
’97,  from  Doylestown;  and  Stephanie

Chapel/Center 
for  Performing  Arts 

Planning  for  the  proposed  Chapel/ 
Center  for  Performing  Arts  continues  to 
move  forward. 

The  necessary  governmental 
approvals  have  been  obtained  and  an 
architectural/design  team  has  been 
assembled.  The  team  includes  the 
architect  and  engineers,  an  acoustic 
and  theatrical  consultant,  an  interior 
designer,  and  an  organ  consultant. 

With  the  completion  of  the  design/ 
development  phase  by  the  end  of 
February,  major  decisions  on  detailed 
construction  parameters  will  have  been 
made  so  that  construction  probably  can 
begin  in  this  summer,  if  the  necessary 
gift  commitments  are  received. 

By  January  1,  more  than  $3.35 
million  in  gifts  and  pledges  had  been 
received  toward  the  total  project  budget 
of  $4.25  million.  In  addition,  The 
Kresge  Foundation  has  made  a chal- 
lenge grant  of  $400,000  to  be  paid  when 
alumni,  parents,  and  other  friends  of 
the  College  give  or  pledge  the  remain- 
ing $500,000  needed  to  fully  fund  the 
construction  of  the  facility. 

The  total  project  includes  a 
$250,000  endowment  fund  for  cultural 
programs.  The  Texaco  Foundation 
provided  the  funds  for  the  endowment. 

J.  Michael  Pressimone,  director  of 
development,  indicated  that  several 
attractive  areas  in  the  building  still  can 
be  named  in  honor  or  in  memory  of 
loved  ones  through  the  contribution  of 
leadership  gifts  to  the  project.  For  more 
information  about  this  opportunity,  call 
(717-361-1247)  or  write  Pressimone, 
care  of  the  Development  Office. 

Construction  of  the  multi-purpose 
Chapel/Performing  Art  Center  will  take 
approximately  15  months.

The  new  chapel/ performing  arts 
building  is  being  constructed  with 
an  eye  to  the  future. 

Space  is  being  designed  to 
house  a world-class  pipe  organ.  The 
auditorium  itself  has  been  designed 
to  meet  the  acoustical  demands  of 
such  an  organ. 

Professor  Carl  Schroeder,  a well 
respected  organ  authority,  working 
with  the  Shantz  Organ  Company, 
has  designed  what  would  be  a 
world-class  organ  for  the  new 
chapel/performing  arts  building. 

Such  an  instrument  would  allow 
the  College  to  attract  and  present  in 
concert  world-renowned  organists. 
Even  more  important,  it  would 
attract  serious  students  to  the  study 
of  the  “King  of  Instruments,”  further 
enriching  the  existing  outstanding 
music  program  of  the  College 

The  price  tag  for  a world-class 
pipe  organ  is  $1,000,000.  Is  there  an 
angel  reading  this?  If  there  is,

New  Tax  Law  for  Gifts 

From  now  on,  the  envelope  in  which  an 
individual  sends  a gift  to  Elizabethtown 
College  must  be  postmarked  during  the 
year  in  which  the  donor  plans  to  claim 
a tax  deduction  for  the  chartitable 
contribution. 

For  example,  to  qualify  for  a 
deduction  during  the  1994  tax  year,  the 
envelope  must  be  postmarked  by 
December  31,  1994.  No  longer  can  a 
check  be  dated  December  31, 1994  or 
earlier  and  mailed  after  January  1 to  be 
eligible  as  a tax  deducation  in  1994. 

Phonathon  Record  Set 

Two  hundred  and  five  students  called 
alumni  during  the  Fall  Phonathon. 

Alumni  responded  with  $78,053  in 
pledges,  or  slightly  more  than  10 
percent  of  this  year's  Annual  Fund  goal 
of  $775,000. 

The  student  volunteers  raised  a 
record  total  of  funds  during  the  Fall 
Phonathon,  topping  the  fall  1992  total 
by  16  per  cent. 

One  reason  is  that  the  students 
understand  the  importance  of  the 
Annual  Fund  in  providing  the  College 
with  unrestricted  funds  to  balance  the 
annual  operating  budget.  For  the  past 
14  years,  Elizabethtown  has  operated 
within  a balanced  budget. 

They  also  enjoy  talking  to  alumni 
and  telling  them  what  is  happening  at 
the  College. 

This  fall,  calls  were  made  from 
Alpha  Hall  on  17  evenings,  compared  to 
12  nights  last  year.  ■

Jack  Keammerer  71  recently  opened 
the  Fitness  and  Nutrition  store  in 
the  center  of  the  Broomall  (Pa.) 
shopping  center  on  West  Chester  Pike. 
He’s  selling  health. 

Keammerer,  44,  is  himself  very 
healthy  — he  recently  won  the  Masters 
middle-weight  (165  pounds)  title  in  a 
World  Natural  Powerlifting  Federation 
competition  in  Lancaster.  He  set  a state 
age  40-44  middleweight  record  of  450 
pounds  in  the  squat  lift,  an  American 
mark  of  535  pounds  in  the  deadlift,  and 
settled  for  235  pounds  in  the  bench 
press  after  barely  missing  at  250. 

He  knows  well  the  fitness  equip- 
ment and  nutritional  supplements  he  is 
selling.  “My  store  isn’t  just  for  body 
builders  and  lifters,”  he  said.  “It’s  for 
the  common  man,  young  people  and 
older  people.  People  can  accomplish 
the  same  things  with  common  sense 
nutrition  and  working  out  that  they  can 
with  drugs. 

“There  are  kids  who  think  they  can 
get  bigger  and  stronger  just  by  taking 
steroids.  They  are  dying.  Weightlifting 
magazines  feature  guys  who  made 
amazing  gains  in  a few  months,  and 
they  never  mention  them  again.  They 
don’t  tell  you  about  the  guys  dropping 
dead  in  the  gym.” 

Keammerer  says  there  are  now  12 
federations  in  lifting  and  that  at  least 
seven  are  legitimate,  with  strict  drug 
testing  which  the  competitors  pay  for. 

“I  never  used  drugs  and  I never  will.  I 
depend  on  my  adrenaline.  I’m  a very 
high-strung  individual  and  I’m  able  to 
psych  myself  up  when  I compete.  Some 


guys  fake  it,  like  those  who  slap 
themselves  in  the  face.” 

Keammerer’s  recent  triumph  — for 
which  he  received  a sculpted  15-pound 
trophy  — was  his  first  competition  in  20 
years.  Then,  he  was  a lightweight  (148 
pounds). 

“I  got  back  into  training  only  five 
months  ago,”  he  said.  “My  younger 
brother,  David,  who  is  a pharmacist  and 
lives  in  Havertown,  has  been  coaching 
me.  I enjoy  the  lifting  competitions.  It’s 
more  stressful  for  my  brother,  watching 
me.” 

H e was  a wrestler,  pitcher,  and 
distance  runner  at  John  Harris  High  in 
Harrisburg.  He  earned  a biology  degree 


at  Elizabethtown  College  and  a master’s 
in  nutrition  and  bio-chemistry  at 
Virginia  Tech.  He  did  research  work  in 
pharmacology  at  several  area  hospitals. 

“I  got  tired  of  the  corporate  world,” 
he  said,  “and  I decided  to  go  into 
business  for  myself.  I used  to  cash  my 
checks  at  the  PNC  bank  in  the  Broom- 
all Shopping  Center.  My  store  has  good 
visibility  and  I got  a lot  of  space  for  a 
good  price.” 

His  family  is  sharing  his  excite- 
ment and  happier  frame  of  mind.  ■

“There  shouldn’t  be  discrimination 
here,”  said  Blaschak.  “We  should  all  be 
accepted  for  who  we  are.”

onia  M.  Walwyn  ’85  not  only

She  Loves 
Ferrets 

A household  pet  bites  a 7-month-old 
Jughesville  (Pa.)  girl.  The 
parents  sue.  The  resulting  settlement 
makes  pet  owners  mad,  and  could  set  a 
national  precedent  for  pet  ownership. 

The  pet  wasn’t  a cat  or  a dog.  It  was 
a ferret.  Federal  Court  Justice  James  F. 
McClure,  Jr.  says  ferrets  are  wild 
animals. 

Jodi  Eyer  Schroth  ’88  disagrees. 
“We  feel  that  ferrets  belong  in  the 
same  classification  as  cats  and  dogs,” 
said  Jodi,  president  of  the  Susquehanna 
Valley  Ferret  Club.  “We  plan  on 
seeking  alternative  action.  We  are 
confident  that  once  all  the  information 
is  reviewed,  the  decision  will  be 
reconsidered.” 

Schroth  and  other  ferret  owners 
say  the  otterlike  mammals  have  been 
kept  as  domesticated  animals  for 
centuries.  They  say  McClure’s  ruling 
could  force  ferret  owners  in  the  U.S. 
Middle  District  to  seek  permits  from 
the  state  Fish  & Game  Commission  for 
their  pets. 

Last  July,  McClure  ruled  that  “a 
ferret  is  a wild  animal  with  domestic 
propensities,”  during  a pre-trial  hearing 
in  a civil  suit  involving  injuries  suffered 
by  the  7-month-old  girl  whose  face  was 
bitten  by  a pet  ferret  on  March  8,  1991. 
The  trial  was  canceled  because  the 
parties  in  the  action  reached  settlement 
out  of  court. 

In  the  pre-trial  action,  McClure 
said,  “Obviously,  an  animal  which  has  a 
propensity  to  bite,  which  has  tradition- 
ally been  kept  for  the  purpose  of 
hunting  rabbits  and  rats,  and  which  will 
savagely  attack  small  children  without 
provocation  is  not  an  animal  capable  of 
being  completely  domesticated.” 

The  club,  along  with  other  ferret 


owners’  associations,  filed  a motion  in 
U.S.  Middle  District  Court  in  William- 
sport, Pa.,  asking  McClure  to  reconsid- 
er that  classification,  saying  the  animals 
are  domestic. 

McClure,  however,  refused  to 
reconsider,  saying  state  game  laws  do 
not  include  ferrets  in  the  section 
defining  domestic  animals,  so  they 
must  be  considered  wild  animals  under 
Pennsylvania  law. 

“This  case  is  the  first  of  its  kind,” 
said  Suze  Moll,  of  the  Susquehanna 
Valley  Ferret  Club.  ‘This  ruling  will  set 
a precedent  for  other  federal  and  state 
legislation  involving  ferret  ownership 
and  breeding.” 

Schroth,  who  has  had  ferrets 
since  she  was  a student  at  Elizabeth- 
town College,  said  McClure  did  not 
have  access  to  enough  information 
about  ferrets. 

The  club,  which  is  affiliated  with 
the  national  League  of  Independent 
Ferret  Enthusiasts,  consists  of  ferret 
owners  and  breeders  from  Dauphin, 
Cumberland,  Franklin,  and  Lancaster 
counties  and  three  states. 


Ferrets  were  domesticated  500 
years  before  cats  were,  Schroth  said. 
“Settlers  brought  ferrets  to  the  United 
States  in  the  1600s,”  she  said.  ‘They 
were  used  for  rodent  control.” 

Schroth  said  there  are  approxi- 
mately 10  million  ferrets  and  4 million 
ferret  owners  in  the  United  States. 
Ferrets  are  classified  as  domestic  by  36 
states,  including  Pennsylvania,  accord- 
ing to  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture. 

Dr.  Thomas  Kawasaki,  a Wood- 
bridge,  Va.,  veterinarian  who  treats 
approximately  1,500  ferrets  a year  for 
everything  from  diabetes  to  ulcers,  calls 
ferrets  delightful,  responsive  and 
loving  pets.  He  says  they  cannot  exist  in 
the  wild. 

He  cites  a New  York  City  Health 
Department  study  of  people  bitten  by 
animals  in  1987.  There  were  8,064  dog 
bites,  1,477  human  bites,  802  cat  bites 
and  3 ferret  bites,”  he  said.  ■

He  started  out  with  plans  to  become 
a doctor  but  along  the  way  Sean 
Page  ’88  decided  to  remain  a registered 
nurse. 

“I  originally  intended  to  go  to 
medical  school  but  my  application  got 
fouled  up.  So,  I thought  I’d  go  to 
nursing  school,”  he  said  in  an  interview 
at  his  home  in  Manchester  Township.  It 
was  only  to  be  a temporary  diversion, 
but  he  stayed. 

“I  was  converted,”  he  said. 

Page,  27,  has  been  with  York  (Pa.) 
Hospital  for  the  past  three  years.  He 
works  on  the  transitional  medical 
surgery  floor. 

“I  get  to  spend  more  time  with 
patients  in  a typical  eight-hour  work 
day,”  he  said.  “I’m  with  patients  seven 
hours,  and  as  a physician  you  don’t  get 
to  do  that.” 

Page  said  his  job  as  a registered 
nurse  gives  him  autonomy,  to  some 
degree,  to  follow  orders  and  make 
nursing  judgment. 

But,  he  said,  there  are  times  when 
he  becomes  frustrated,  “because  I want 
to  do  more.” 

He  earned  a bachelor  of  science 
degree  from  Elizabethtown  College 
with  a major  in  biochemistry  and  minor 
in  psychology.  He  also  graduated  cum 
laude  from  York  College  of  Pennsylva- 
nia with  a bachelor  of  science  in 
nursing.

Page  intends  to  pursue  a master’s 
degree  as  a nurse  practitioner.  With 
this  degree,  he  will  be  able  to  make 
medical  diagnoses  and  consult  with  a 
physician  when  it  is  needed,  he  said. 

“You  can  define  your  scope  of 
practice  as  broad  or  as  narrow  as  you 
want,”  Page  said.  He  is  considering 
cardiopulmonary  as  his  specialty. 

P age  said  he  is  not  the  only  male 
registered  nurse  working  on  the  same 
floor  of  the  hospital. 

“We’re  seeing  more  and  more 
males  enter  nursing,”  he  said  of  the 
profession. 

According  to  the  Bureau  of  Labor 
Statistics  1991  census,  males  account 
for  5.2  percent  of  the  1.7  million  nurses 
in  the  United  States. 

Page  said  that  being  a male  nurse 
sometimes  is  not  the  easiest  thing. 

“We  take  the  heat,”  he  said  of  his 
fellow  co-worker.  ‘There  are  some 
times  when  it’s  very  female  oriented. 
It’s  a reverse  form  of  discrimination. 
There  are  some  people  who  have  a real 
problem  with  a male  nurse  taking  care 


of  them.” 

Some  patients  tell  him  he  doesn’t 
have  the  motherly  instinct. 

Even  female  co-workers  have  told 
him  that  male  registered  nurses  are 
graded  tougher  by  their  peers. 

“I  think  when  a male  goes  into 
nursing  it’s  an  individual  thing,”  Page 
said.  “Even  each  of  my  female  co- 
workers has  a different  reason.  Ninety 
percent  of  us  are  in  it  because  we  enjoy 
working  with  people.  And  that  90 
percent  is  a low  estimate.” 

When  Page  is  not  on  the  job  at  the 
hospital,  he  might  be  found  working 
with  the  York  County  Hazardous 
Materials  Emergency  Response  Team 
or  at  the  Jewish  Community  Center 
where  he  is  an  instructor  for  the 
American  Red  Cross.

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Foster  Brings  Respect  to  Job 
of  Improving  Southwest  Conference

It  was  April  1991  and  Bill  Foster 
’54  was  heading  home  from  the  Far 
East  after  coaching  a team  of  Big  Ten 
seniors  to  a tournament  championship 
in  Japan. 

The  winning  coach  was  awarded  a 
trophy,  a massive  statue  “about  eight 
feet  tall,  bigger  than  the  Japanese 
bodyguard  we  had,”  said  Foster,  then 
the  basketball  coach  at  Northwestern. 

An  airline  ticket  agent  at  the  Tokyo 
airport  offered  to  check  the  trophy. 

“Like  heck,”  Foster  replied.  “I’m 
carrying  this  baby  with  me.  They  won’t 
believe  back  at  Northwestern  I actually 
coached  a team  that  won  two  games  in 
a row!” 

Foster,  the  Southwest  Conference’s 
new  associate  commissioner  in  charge 
of  basketball  administration,  brings  far 
more  than  a self-depreciating  sense  of 
humor  to  a league  sorely  in  need  of  an 
image  boost. 

When  SWC  commissioner,  Steve 
Hatched,  went  looking  for  the  right 
individual  to  help  improve  conference 
basketball  in  every  aspect,  it  didn’t  take 
long  for  him  to  realize  the  venerable 
Foster  was  the  man  he  wanted. 

“I  wanted  someone  who  had 
immediate  credibility  and  respect  in 
college  basketball,  someone  who  would 
work  hard,  someone  that  knew  and 
appreciated  promotions  and  how  to 
look  at  the  entire  basketball  picture,  not 
just  the  angle  of  a coach,”  he  said. 

“Bill  Foster  is  all  of  that,”  he  added. 
“He  knows  what  a coach  needs  when 
he  goes  recruiting,  he  knows  the  value 
of  a promotion,  and  he  knows  how  to 
reach  out  in  a lot  of  directions  on  a 
nationwide  basis.” 

Foster,  who  was  hired  last  August

31  after  a stint  as  Northwestern’s  head 
basketball  coach  and  interim  athletic 
director,  is  one  of  the  most  respected 
names  in  college  athletics. 

He  is  the  man  who  put  Rutgers 
basketball  on  the  map,  compiling  a 120- 
75  record  and  having  two  National 
Invitational  Tournament  appearances  in 
two  years. 

He  was  National  Basketball 
Coach  of  the  Year  in  1978  when  he  led 
Duke  to  the  NCAA  Championship 
game  before  bowing  to  Kentucky.  He 
laid  the  groundwork  for  the  Blue  Devils 
program  that  would  become  a perennial 
national  power. 

At  South  Carolina,  he  helped  put 
the  Gamecocks  in  the  NIT  and  was  one 
of  two  coaches  a high  school  prospect 
named  Michael  Jordan  thought  enough 
of  to  grant  an  official  visit. 

His  is  precisely  the  kind  of  person- 


ality the  Southwest  Conference  was 
desperately  seeking  - a top-notch 
salesman  who  happens  to  be  an  excel- 
lent basketball  coach,  a “people”  person 
who  can  communicate  with  the  media 
as  easily  as  he  does  with  the  fans. 

“I’ve  known  Bill  since  I played  at 
UConn  in  ’65  to  ’67  and  he  was  the 
coach  of  Rutgers,”  Texas  Coach  Tom 
Penders  said.  “Back  then  nobody  heard 
of  Rutgers,  but  Bill  changed  all  of  that, 
not  just  because  he’s  a great  coach,  but 
because  he’s  a great  promotions  man.” 

Foster  was  the  first  coach  to  have  a 
basketball  summer  camp  (1958),  an 
idea  that  has  proliferated  faster  than  the 
lottery.  The  list  of  coaches  and  players 
who  went  through  Foster’s  camp  at  one 
time  or  another  reads  like  a roll  call 
from  basketball’s  Hall  of  Fame,  of 
which,  incidentally,  Foster  is  a trustee. 

It  was  Foster  who  recruited  Jim 
Valvano  for  Rutgers  and  started  the  late 
North  Carolina  State  coach  on  his  way 
to  a national  championship. 

“I  was  in  the  Leow’s  Anatole  (hotel) 
the  other  day  and  it  started  me  to 
thinking  about  Jimmy,”  Foster  said.  “I 
remember  he  was  there  once  with  a 
crowd  around  him.  Nobody  could  hold 
a crowd  like  Jimmy.  He  had  a magnetic 
personality.” 

But  Foster  also  knows  a thing  or 
two  about  people,  promotions,  and 
selling.  While  at  South  Carolina,  he 
would  invite  the  pep  band  into  the 
locker  room  after  games  for  a gig.  He 
did  the  same  thing  at  Evanston  when 
the  Wildcats  upset  Wisconsin  and 
Purdue  his  last  year  there. 

He  was,  and  still  is,  treated  as  one 
of  the  band  wherever  he  goes. 

“I’ve  always  been  one  that  really 
enjoyed  promotion,  going  around 
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visiting  with  students,”  said  Foster,  who 
plays  the  saxaphone,  clarinet,  drums, 
and  guitar  on  occasion.  “Some  nights  at 
Northwestern,  I thought  I probably 
should  have  stayed  in  music,  but  I’m  a 
basketball  junkie  at  heart.” 

Foster’s  newly  created  position  at 
the  SWC  includes  day-to-day  adminis- 
trative responsibilities  (excluding 
officiating)  for  men’s  and  women’s 
basketball  as  well  as  the  planning  and 
operation  of  post-season  tournaments. 
He  will  also  play  a key  role  in  the  1994 
NCAA  Midwest  Region  men’s  tourna- 
ment at  Reunion  Arena. 

“This  is  more  Bill  Foster  than  being 
an  athletic  director  was,”  Foster  said. 

In  less  than  two  months,  Foster  has 
traveled  thousands  of  miles  promoting 
the  SWC,  assembled  the  game  manage- 
ment staffs  for  a seminar,  met  with 
coaches,  given  speeches  on  behalf  of 
the  league,  and  helped  with  scheduling 
snafus  when  needed. 

Asked  why  he  continues  to  push  so 
hard  almost  on  a non-stop  basis,  Foster 
doesn't  hesitate  to  explain  that  basket- 
ball is  a 12-month-a-year  job  if  the  SWC 
really  intends  to  reach  the  ranks  of  the 
Atlantic  Coast  conferences  of  the 
world. 

The  one-time  band  leader  based  in 
Dallas  has  discovered  he  enjoys 
country  music. 

“I  guess  I’m  still  a musician  at 
heart,”  he  admitted. 

The  SWC  doesn’t  mind,  now  that 
lie’s  joined  their  little  band.  ■

They  Keep  Time  Together

Most  married  couples  need  some  time 
apart. 

It’s  not  exactly  evident  when  Joe 
and  Aimee  Gentile  Puleo  ’89  get  the 
opportunity  to  do  that. 

Joe  and  Aimee,  who  see  even  more 
of  each  other  in  the  fall  as  the  coach 
and  assistant  coach,  respectively,  of  the 
Spring-Ford  High  School  cross  country 
teams,  say  that  they  actually  don’t  think 
about  being  husband  and  wife  once 
they’re  running  with  their  squads. 

“I  don’t  even  think  about  it,”  said 
Joe,  who  asked  Aimee  — an  assistant 
for  the  Downingtown  girls’  track  team 
— to  be  his  assistant  for  the  first  time 
last  fall.  “It’s  like  having  her  do  the 
same  thing  (as  when  she  wasn’t  an 
assistant)  at  Downingtown,  except 
every  day.  There’s  no  difference 
whatsoever.” 

“Me  either,”  agreed  Aimee.  “I  don’t 
even  think  of  him  as  my  husband,  just 
Joe.  The  other  years  I would  come  out 
and  help  anyway,  so  I knew  all  the 
kids.” 

Both  Puleos  have  extensive 
backgrounds  in  running. 

Joe  was  a standout  at  Elizabeth- 
town College  — where  the  couple  met, 
on  the  cross  country  team,  appropriate- 
ly — after  graduating  from  Phoenixville 
(Pa.)  High  in  1984.  While  he  did  not 
run  competitively  in  high  school,  Joe 
used  running  to  stay  in  shape  for  his 
first  love  — wrestling  — until  going  out 
for  cross  country  for  the  first  time  in 
college. 

Aimee  graduated  from  Coatesville 
(Pa.)  High  in  1985.  Through  ninth 
grade,  she  was  one  of  the  top  runners 
in  the  area  — she  made  the  semifinals 
of  the  junior  Olympics  — but  gave  up 
the  sport  until  college,  when  she  joined 
the  Elizabethtown  harriers. 


The  obvious  question  with  the 
Puleos  is,  “Who’s  in  charge?” 

“I’m  in  charge  at  home,  so  I let  him 
take  over  with  the  kids,”  Aimee  joked. 

“Joe  is,”  she  continued,  “because  I 
told  him,  I’m  the  assistant,  it’s  your 
program.  If  he  were  my  assistant  over 
at  Downingtown  in  track,  I’d  expect  the 
same  thing.” 

At  Spring-Ford,  Aimee’s  responsi- 
bilities are  mostly  with  the  girls’  team. 
That’s  a bonus  for  the  girls,  both  agree. 

“I  think  they  like  having  a woman,” 
Aimee  said,  “because  they  have  some- 
one to  talk  to  ...  Before,  how  could  they 
expect  to  come  close  (in  terms  of 


running)  to  Joe?  I’m  a little  more 
attainable  for  them.” 

Under  the  Puleos,  both  Ram  teams 
are  better  than  they  have  been  in  years. 
The  girls  were  5-3  (at  mid-season) , and 
the  boys  were  much  stronger  than  their 
1-6  mark  indicated. 

Joe  took  over  the  Spring-Ford  team 
four  years  ago  after  answering  an  ad 
four  days  before  the  season  started. 

The  Puleos  say  they  are  successful 
as  coaches  because  they  are  close  to 
their  athletes,  whom  they  call  “our 
kids.”  Members  of  the  team  hang  out 
with  them.  They  do  things  together;

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they  go  out  to  dinner  together. 

Not  everyone  embraces  such  a 
close-knit  coaching  style. 

‘That’s  been  a pet  peeve  of  mine,” 
Joe  said.  ‘There  are  a lot  of  people  who 
think  it’s  improper  to  have  their 
coaches  friendly  with  the  kids.  We  have 
the  kids  over;  the  kids  dog  sit.  We  go 
out  to  dinner  with  them.  Some  people 
think  you  can’t  do  that  with  young  kids. 
And  it  drives  me  nuts  to  have  them  say 
that. 

“Up  until  this  year,  people  always 
said,  see,  you  haven’t  been  successful, 
so  it  proves  that  there  needs  to  be  this 
distinction  (between  coach  and  stu- 
dents). This  is  the  first  year  I’ve  had 
kids  that  are  only  mine;  no  one  else  has 
coached  them  in  cross  country.  And 
this  is  by  far  the  best  boys’  team  I’ve 
had.  And  the  girls’  team  is  super.  So  our 
style  can  and  does  work.” 

A lot  of  the  Puleos’  method  has  to 
do  with  responsibility.  Their  basic 
philosophy  is  to  give  the  runners  at 
Spring-Ford  the  option  to  excel  or  not. 

“I  provide  the  workouts  and  the 
framework  for  what  the  kids  do.  The 
rest  is  up  to  them;  I give  them  total 
responsibility,”  Joe  said. 

Joe  explained  that  their  runners 
have  to  provide  the  energy  to  do  the 
workouts  and  to  develop  a competitive 
attitude.  He  gives  them  the  outline  and 
they  have  to  fill  it  in. 

“It  teaches  them  responsibility,” 

Joe  said. 

One  suspects  Joe  and  Aimee  will  be 
excellent  parents.  ■
